B.C. finds a Place 
in Bennett's dream 


VANCOUVER (CP) — Premier 
Bennett threw a breakfast party 
Tuesday, then asked his big busi¬ 
ness guests to help pick up the tab 
for his dream called British Co¬ 
lumbia Place. 

Bennett told the 500 guests that 
the provincial government will 
build a $100 million amphitheatre 
recommended in a report last 
month. But that’s only the tip of 
the iceberg. 

w 

The premier unveiled plans for a 
much bigger project, involving the 
redevelopment of the False Creek 
area of Vancouver, but didn’t put a 
price tag on his dream. 

He made an impassioned plea to 
the who’s-who gathering from 
business for participation by the 
private sector, hopefully through a 


tax-deductibility scheme like the 
system used in Montreal to help 
finance Expo 67. 

Bennett hopes to attract at least 
50-per-cent financing from the fed¬ 
eral government through obtain¬ 
ing an international exposition in 
1986. It would be called Transpo 86, 
involving a salute to the transpor¬ 
tation world on the 100th anniver¬ 
sary of the city and the cen¬ 
tennial of the arrival of the first 
train on the West Coast. 

“We’re giving the total commit¬ 
ment of the British Columbia gov¬ 
ernment, both in initiating this 
project and to its completion,” 
said Bennett. 

“I would expect that British Co¬ 
lumbia and Vancouver would re¬ 
ceive the same (federal) treat¬ 


ment that Montreal did in their 
exciting international exposition 
in 1967.” 

The premier said a committee 
would be named by cabinet later 
this week to proceed with getting 
the amphitheatre project under 
way, including negotiations with 
Marathon Realty, the real estate 
arm of Canadian Pacific and 
holders of the vital 40-acre land 
parcel in False Creek. 

The report recommended the 
False Creek site in preference to 
the Pacific National Exhibition, 
which now contains an outdated 
stadium built for the 1954 Brit¬ 
ish Empire Games.

Spiriting six Americans 
f rom I ran armed with forged 
documents supplied by Ca¬ 
nadian diplomats this week 
unleashed a wave of grati¬ 
tude in the United States and 
praise in Canada. 

The successful escape of 
four U.S. diplomats and two 
of their wives, announced by 


Canadian embassy in Wash¬ 
ington from people across 
the United States Tuesday. 
State department spokes¬ 
man Hodding Carter also 
publicly thanked Canada. 

Carter said the six, hidden 
in the Canadian embassy in 
Tehran since the militants’ 
takeover of the U.S. em¬ 
bassy there Nov. 4 were 
not among the 50 persons 
that the U.S. estimates are 
still held hostage within the 
compound. 

Liberal leader Pierre Tru¬ 
deau applauded the move 
and joined External Affairs 
Minister Flora MacDonald 
in offering high praise to 
Ambassador Ken Taylor and 
his staff who left Tehran 
Monday shortly after their 
U.S: guests had departed. 

While America rejoiced. 
Prime Minister Clark, some 
officials in Washington and 
Western diplomats in 
Tehran said they were wor¬ 
ried about possible Iranian 
retaliation against the hos 
tages. 

In an indirect confirma¬ 
tion of how successfully the 
secret was kept, Iranian 
Foreign Minister Sadeq 
Gotbzadeh, when informed 
of the escape, said Tuesday: 
“I don’t know anything about 
this.” His ministry later is¬ 
sued a brief statement say¬ 
ing it was asking Canada for 
an explanation. 

Reacting to the escape, 
one of the students guarding 
the American hostages said 
“That’s illegal. That’s ille¬ 
gal.” 

Taylor and the three staff 
members who remained 
with him from a normal 
complement of 18 helped the 
Americans escape with Ca¬ 
nadian passports when Ot¬ 
tawa decided to temporarily 
close the Tehran embassy 
Monday. 

Clark, MacDonald and 
others said the four U.S. 
agricultural and consular of¬ 
ficials and two wives sought 
sanctuary in the embassy 
just after revolutionary Ira¬ 
nian students seized the U.S. 
embassy Nov. 4. 


The Americans stayed in 
staff quarters attached to 
the building’s consular of¬ 
fice.

No sign of 17 in sea collision 


ST. PETERSBURG, Fla. (AP) — 
Divers investigating the shattered hull 
of a sunken U.S. Coast Guard cutter 
for 17 missing crew members found no 
lifesaving air pockets and “the chances 
of finding anybody alive are not good,” 
authorities said late Tuesday. 

Another six crew members were 
known dead in the Monday night colli¬ 
sion of the 60-metre cutter Blackthorn 
and the 202-metre tanker S.S. Capri¬ 
corn. 

Rescuers saved 27 of the cutter’s 50 
crew members. Some were found 
clinging to pilings of the Sunshine Sky¬ 
way bridge, which crosses the en¬ 
trance to Tampa Bay. 

Divers had spent the day working 
cautiously from compartment to com¬ 
partment in the cutter, lying on its side 
in about 10 metres of water. Author¬ 
ities hoped some of the missing sea¬ 
men might have survived by find \

ing pockets of air trapped inside the 
hull. 

Coast guard Capt. Marshal Gilbert 
said at a late afternoon briefing that 
the cause of the wreck has not been 
pinpointed but added there is “nothing 
to indicate” the cutter was at fault. He 
did not blame the tanker either. The 
tanker, which ran aground, did not 
spill any oil but fuel leaked from the 
cutter. 

“It rolled and straightened up,” 
one crew member said from a hospital 
bed. “Then it started rolling again and 
it started to go over. I could see 
the people sliding off. There was noth¬ 
ing to hold on to. I couldn’t believe how 
cold it was in the water or the stink 
of the fuel.” 

About 20 crew members were re¬ 
ported asleep below decks when the 
collision occurred. Some told of fight¬ 
ing their way out through flooded pas¬ 
sageways.

MOSCOW (Reuter) — Soviet correspondents in 
Afghanistan reported Tuesday that two “Lawrence 
of Arabia-like” secret agents are arming and stir¬ 
ring up Moslem tribesmen against the Kabul re¬ 
gime. 

In a report from Paktia province bordering on 
Pakistan, Izvestia newspaper quoted local officials 
as saying that two Americans have been stopping in 
Pakistani border villages and calling on tribes to 
fight the Afghan government. 

T. E. Lawrence became known as Lawrence of 
Arabia after he united the fractious tribes of Arabia 
in a revolt against Turkish domination during the 
First World War. 

“Evidently as soon as the ‘Lawrences’ from the 
U.S. A. had finished their trip, bands with new auto¬ 
matic weapons and carbines started appearing 
from these settlements,” Izvestia reported.

Fake medic aided 


accuser in births

The man who posed as a 
medical doctor at Alert Bay 
for the last 10 weeks assist¬ 
ed the doctor who questioned 
his medical competence In 
two caesarean births, the ad¬ 
ministrator of St. George's 
Hospital said Tuesday. 

Robert Wilkinson said Ro¬ 
berto Enrique Trujillo, 41, 
known to residents of Alert 
Bay as Dr. Robert Rifleman, 
assisted veteran Alert Bay 
physician Dr. .Tack Pickup in 
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two major operations, and 
alone performed “about a 
dozen minor surgical proce¬ 
dures.” 

Trujillo, arrested Friday 
and charged with imperson¬ 
ating the real Rifleman, a 
general practitioner now liv¬ 
ing in Wisconsin, ended his 
life—and the masquerade- 
early Sunday when he broke 
his glasses and slit a major 
neck artery. He performed 
the final piece of surgery in a 
Port Hardy police cell. 

Pickup, who last year was 
found negligent in the death 
of an 11-year-old Nimpkish 
Band Indian girl, sparked an 
investigation by the B.C. 
College of Physicians and 
Surgeons which led to the 
imposter being uncovered 
because of “nagging 
doubts” about the man’s 
competence and expertise. 

“I never received com¬ 
plaints from patients. No one 
ever came to me with a hint 
or suggestion about his 
qualifications,” Wilkinson 
said in an interview. 

“Some of his patients 
seemed to thi/ik he was ex¬ 
cellent. As for his work in the 
hospital, we had no com¬ 
plaints. 

“I took exception to some 
of the statements he was 
making dealing with ethical 
matters, but other than that I 
had no qualms about the 
man,” Wilkinson said. 

The administrator said a 
report that the bogus ddctor 
had performed major sur¬ 
gery was untrue. 

“I have a list of all the 
operations he was involved 
with. He assisted Dr. Pickup 
and Dr. Avery (a Port 
McNeill physician) in two 
major operations.” 

He also removed a cyst, 
reset a broken nose, and 
treated cuts and bruises. 

Meanwhile, federal health 
authorities are trying to find 
a second doctor for the 1,800 
residents of the community 
on Cormorant Island off 
northern Vancouver Island. 

Acting band manager 


Wedlidi Speck said the band 
council had received assur 
ances from federal health 
and welfare officials that a 
replacement would be pro 
vided, and sick people would 
be airlifted out of the>illagc 
to other centres. 

"But events of the past few 
days have terrified our peo 
pie," he said.

Lad lost 
as boat 
hits boom 

Searchers were combing 
the icy Nanaimo Harbor 
Tuesday night for a youth 
still missing after a 14-foot 
aluminum boat hit a log 
boom. 

Unofficial reports said 
four young men in their late 
teens were in the boat when 
it hit a boom about 6:30 
p.m. in the south end of Nan 
aimo Harbor. Three of the 
youths either made it to 
shore or were rescued. 

A Buffalo aircraft from 
Comox dropped illuminating 
flares for searchers in the 
Canadian Coast Guard hov¬ 
ercraft from Vancouver, the 
coast guard veseel Sir 
James Douglas and the 
Nanaimo Emergency Pro¬ 
gram jet boat. 

Nanaimo fire department 
was using searchlights from 
the shore to scan the water 
for the missing youth. 

Of the three youths 
brought ashore, one was 
taken to hospital, but his con¬ 
dition was not known. 

Nanaimo RCMP were still 
interviewing those rescued 
at 10 p.m. to piece together 
the mishap.

up,” Speck added. 

In another development, 
the provincial health min¬ 
istry said it would not con¬ 
duct an inquiry into the 
death of the fake doctor. 

A ministry spokesman 
said it would be up to the 
college to conduct any in¬ 
quiries—if they were need¬ 
ed—into circumstances sur 
rounding the death of 
Trujillo and how he managed 
to impersonate a doctor for 
several months. 

The ministry official said 
every effort would be made 
to obtain another doctor in 
Alert Bay, though the min¬ 
istry would not be appointing 
one. 

It is understood the Alert 
.Bay hospital board is at¬ 
tempting to contact a Vic¬ 
toria area doctor who some 
months ago expressed an in¬ 
terest in moving to the the 
\ illage to open a practice. 

Alert Bay Mayor Gilbert 
Popovich said fortunately no 
harm came to anyone, but 
i he case raised serious ques¬ 
tions about the screening 
process of the college. 

“There is some question as 
to the type of screening that 
doctors from outside B.C. go 
through to get a job in the 


province,” he said in a tele¬ 
phone interview. 

‘‘If that kind of doctor can 
get approval from the col¬ 
lege, it makes you wonder 
whether those tests are com¬ 
prehensive enough,” he 
said. 

Popovich said the checks 
by the college should have 
discovered the real Dr. Ri¬ 
fleman and uncovered the 
imposter. 

‘‘He was well liked in the 
comnurmty,” he ssiu. ‘‘It 
was a tremendous blow he 
had to die so tragically.” 

Popovich said he under¬ 
stood Trujillo was given a 
$25,000 subsidy from the fed¬ 
eral government to assist 
him in starting a practice in 
Alert Bay. 

‘‘It’s going to be difficult to 
find a doctor who wants to 
move here after all the pub¬ 
licity we’ve had in the last 
year,” he added. 

Trujillo’s wife of six 
months, Claudia, said she 
didn’t care if he was an im¬ 
poster. She only knew him as 
a doctor and a good one at 
that. 

‘‘He had a very large clien¬ 
tele. about 300 people, and 
they all liked him.” 

Mrs. Trujillo, employed as 
registered nurse at St. 
George’s for a brief time, 
said she planned to return to 
California.

In Washington, the state 
department identified the 
six Americans were: Mark 
Lijek,.a consular officer, 
and his wife Cora Ambum 
Lijek, employed by the U.S. 
embassy as a consular assis¬ 
tant; Roger Anders, a con¬ 
sular officer; Henry Schatz, 
an agricultural attache; Jo¬ 
seph Stafford, a consular 
officer, and his wife Kath¬ 
leen Stafford, a consular as¬ 
sistant. 

Although there were some 
discrepancies in their vari¬ 
ous accounts, the informa¬ 
tion they provided Tuesday 
formed this composite ac¬ 
count of what happened: 

When the militants at¬ 
tacked the U.S. embassy on 
Nov. 4, the six managed 
through various means to 
avoid being captured. Al¬ 
though MacDonald said they 
were outside the compound 
at the time of its seizure, 
Kim King, an American 
tourist who was present at 
the time, said Tuesday that 
some of those listed among 
the escapees were with him 
in a second-floor visa section 
within the embassy and that 
they all fled through a rear 
door. 

Initially, the six took re¬ 
fuge in a variety of friendly 
embassies, which U.S. offi¬ 
cials refused to identify on 
security grounds. Within a 
short time, t ho ugh, they 
were able to make their way 
secretly to the Canadian em¬ 
bassy. which hid them. 

Over the ensuing weeks, 
U.S. and Canadian officials 
weighed and discarded a 
number of strategies for get¬ 
ting the six out of Iran. For a 
time, some sources said, 
thought was given to trying 
to smuggle then across the 
border into neighboring Tur¬ 
key, but that idea was re¬ 
jected as too risky. 

Instead, the sources con¬ 
firmed, the two govern¬ 
ments decided to wait for a 
propitious moment when it 
might be possible to get them 
out under the guise of being 
Canadian diplomats. * 

To prepare the ground, the 
Canadians began reducing 
the size of their embassy 
staff in Tehran, citing as 
reasons displeasure over the 
hostage situation and an in¬ 
ability to conduct normal 
business in the midst of 
Iran’s political turmoil.

some structural problems, 
seats only 30,000.

Canadian diplomats remain¬ 
ing also began travelling in 
and out of the country to 
establish a pattern of move¬ 
ment that would become fa¬ 
miliar to Iranian officials. 

Although MacDonald and 
other officials in the two 
countries refused to talk 
publicly about details of how 
the escape was accom¬ 
plished, reliable sources 
said the Canadians turned 
Over six passports to U.S. 
intelligence officials so they 
could be doctored with false 
visas and made to appear the 
property of regular Cana¬ 
dian diplomats. 

According to the sources, 


the passports then were re¬ 
turned to Canada and 
brought to Tehran in the Ca¬ 
nadian embassy’s diplo¬ 
matic pouch. 

Finally, it was decided 
that the intense excitement 
that swept Iran last week 
during the culmination of its 
presidential election would 
provide the best moment for 
the escape attempt. 

Over the weekend, while 
the Iranians were celebrat-. 
ing the election returns that 
gave an overwhelming ma¬ 
jority to Finance Minister 
Abol Hassan Bani-Sadr’s bid 
for the presidency, the Cana¬ 
dians quietly began aban¬ 
doning their embassy in 
Tehran.

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Reporter sat on iife-death’ story for weeks 


WASHINGTON (CP) — Reporter Jean Pelletier waited 
nervously for weeks to tell the story of the Ameri¬ 
can fugitives in Canada’s Tehran embassy, knowing it 
might literally be a matter of life or death if he moved too 
quickly. 

Finally, on Monday, the moment came. 

In Ottawa, External Affairs Minister Flora MacDonald 
announced the abrupt closing of the Canadian embafly in 
Tehran and said U S. State Secretary Cyrus Vance had 


personally thanked her for Canadian efforts in Iran. 

Pelletier immediately called the Canadian embassy in 
Washington to say he would wait no longer, then told his 
editors at La Presse in Montreal to let the story Foil. Hours 
later, the world knew of the Canadian diplomats’ heroism in 
Tehran. 

Pelletier had known since Dec. 10 that there were 
Americans hidden in the Canadian embassy, but at the 
personal urging of Peter Towe, Canadian ambassador in 


Washington, and of senior external affairs officials in 
Ottawa, he and his editors agreed to sit on the story. 

Pelletier says he discovered the existence of the 
Americans by comparing lists of U.S. diplomats’ names 
before and after students stormed and seized the Tehran 
embassy Nov. 4 and after some were released, by recalling a 
state department briefing in which it was mentioned that 
diplomats were told to head for “friendly” embassies if 
attacked, and finally by “getting lucky” in finding a 


Washington source to confirm his suspicions. 

He says none of his information came from his 
father, Canadian ambassador to France Gerard Pelle¬ 
tier. He says he flew to Paris in December and, as a good 
reporter, quizzed Gerard for information. 

And, he says, there is still a story in the personal heroism 
of Ken Taylor, Canadian ambassador to Tehran. 

“Some Americans told me yesterday, ‘If you guys don’t 
give him (Taylor) a medal, then we will’,” Pelletier says. 


Hero ambassador 
‘a near genius’

Canada’s Ambassador to 
Iran, Kenneth D. Taylor, 
was described Tuesday as 
being “a near genius” for his 
role in the secreting away 
for almost three months of 
six U.S. diplomats at the Ca¬ 
nadian embassy in Tehran. 

Taylor, 45, a native of Cal¬ 
gary, was posted to head the 
Canadian diplomatic mis¬ 
sion in Iran in August, 1977.

dian diplomatic staff. 

On an official level, U.S. 
state department* spokes¬ 
man Hodding Carter praised 
the Canadian government

the six Americans safely out 
of the country. 

Meanwhile in Ottawa, Ex- 
ternal Affairs Minister 
Flora MacDonald praised 
Taylor for his strategic plan¬ 
ning and his patience, risk¬ 
ing his own safety and his 
staff's for the six Ameri- 
cians, who were the object of 
a nationwide search by the 
Iranian militants. 

“One of the things that was 
brought to our attention, and 
we relied on the advice of our 
ambassador, was that this 
was a time that the country 
was preoccupied with its 
own internal elections, and 
we were therefore able to 
move with less notice than 
we would have been able to

Apology 
made 
by Clark 

KITCHENER, Ont. (UPC) 
— NDP leader Ed Broadbent 
is a “man of honor” and 
should be sworn in to the 
Privy Council so he can be 
briefed on security matters. 
Prime Minister Clark said in 
an apology Tuesday. 

He said he regretted not 
informing the New Demo¬ 
cratic Party leader until 
Tuesday that Canada’s em¬ 
bassy in Iran was closed to 
allow six U.S. embassy em¬ 
ployees who had been Hiding 
there for three months to 
leave the country.

“It is not Ed Broadbent's 
style to make that kind of 
statement if he had had pos¬ 
session of facts that he didn’t 
have at that time,” Clark 
said. 

“I wish we had (briefed 
him), in retrospect, because 
that would have stopped him 
f rom making his statements, 
which I think has embar¬ 
rassed him and is not in his 
character.” 

Clark said as leader of a 
third party, Broadbent was 
not entitled to security brief¬ 
ings, but some means should 
be found so that he could be 
advised.

And that is the difference between the 
Clark jokes and the Trudeau jokes. Clark 
jokes are on Joe, but the Trudeau jokes are on 
us. 

The one 
that got away 

An impostor posed as a doctor in Alert 
Bay for 10 weeks before being caught and 
committing suicide last weekend. How effi¬ 
cient is the licensing system of the B.C. 
College of Physicians and Surgeons? 

Dr. John Hutchison, college registrar, 
believes the public has a right to know how 
doctors screen themselves in such matters so 
people can judge for themselves. A review 
of the cirumstances in this case suggests the 
system operated by the College is a reason¬ 
able one — but also one which can be 
beaten by an exceptional person. 

Roberto Trujillo was able to slip past 
the screen because he was bright, personable, 
had some medical knowledge — but above all, 
because he had legitimate documents. When 
the college routinely wrote to confirm these 
documents, it received authentication. What 
the screening process did not uncover at the 
outset was that the documents had been sto¬ 
len. 

Letters written by the College to doctors 
given by the impostor as references went 
unanswered. The doctor and nurses in Alert 
Bay watching the impostor noted he was slow, 
“rusty” as one of them put it. It was enough to 
put a College investigator on the phone — 
where the doctor named in the impostor’s 
documents was tracked down, practising in 
Wisconsin. Perhaps the main reason the 
screen was pierced was because that doctor 
failed to report the theft of his documents.

life in a laboratory dish

NORFOLK, Va. — It is a small and 
simple room, this lab tucked in among 
the corridors and delivery rooms of a 
hospital maternity ward. Ten feet by 
twelve, cramped and sterile, it con¬ 
tains a microscope, an incubator and a 
white refrigerator. 

The door is unmarked and locked. 
You cannot wander in by mistake. 
Only a handful of people have ac¬ 
cess. 

This is the “conception room,” per¬ 
haps the first of its kind in the 
world. It is here that in a few weeks, a 
medical team will attempt to produce 
human life in a dish on a systematic 
basis. 

For all its implications, social and 
scientific, “in vitro” fertilization is a 
simple process. A grade schooler 
could grasp the fundamentals. 

Mix egg and sperm in a dish, incu¬ 
bate, re-implant the embryo in moth¬ 
er, wait nine months, labor, birth, 
have a cigar. Simple. See the smiling 
photos of Louise Brown, born July, 
1978, in England. Read about Alastair 
Montgomery, another British “test- 
tube” baby, and the reported birth in 
India. 

This room, however, this sterile- 
white cubicle at Norfolk General Hos¬ 
pital will attempt to do it often. 
Fifty times a year, 500 babies a 
decade, legions of happy, healthy off¬ 
spring, if everything goes absolute¬ 
ly right. 

But there are problems. . . 

The law isn’t one of them. There’s 
no law against the procedure. The lab 
has been duly licensed by state health 
authorities. Nor are there any federal 
restrictions. 

No lack of childless women either. 
Forty-one have already been exa¬ 


mined and approved — married 
women, under 35, whose fallopian 
tubes are hopelessly blocked or miss¬ 
ing, ready to pay $4,000 for a last 
desperate chance at a normal preg¬ 
nancy. 

Applications approach 3,000 in num¬ 
ber. And somewhere out there in 
the U.S. are an estimated 400,000 
women with tubes so damaged they 
cannot procreate normally. 

No lack of able scientists, either. 
Meet Howard and Georgeanna Jones, 
a husband and wife team recruit¬ 
ed from the prestigious Johns Hop 
kins University Medical School in Bal¬ 
timore, he a fertility surgeon, she a 
renowned endocrinologist (hormone 
specialist). 

Well-versed in the work of Steptoe 
and Edwards, the lab “fathers” of 
Louise Brown, they are ready to im¬ 
prove on the method, refine it, define 
it, write it up for the medical journals 
and provide the impetus for hundreds 
of such labs that will spring up across 
America and the world. 

These are no quacks or charlatans, 
but able and highly-competent peo¬ 
ple. As is Dr. Mason Andrews, the 
Norfolk obstetrician who built the 
eastern Virginia medical school with 
private money in 1973, caught the 
test-tube baby fever two years ago, 
and set out to build his lab at Norfolk 
Hospital. 

No, the problems lie elsewhere. For 
one thing, the procedure has a dismal 
track record. 

Steptoe and Edwards tried dozens 


of times before it “worked.” They 
had to change their approach, and 
finally succeeded in 16 implantations. 
They achieved four pregnancies. Two 
led to normal births. The other two 
resulted in miscarriages — something 
to do with chromosomal abnormali¬ 
ties. 

Exciting enough, but still dicey. 

At a state hearing last year, Dr. 
Howard Jones, 69, was asked what 
kind of results he expected from his 
first year’s work at Norfolk, with 50 
women. He was asked twice. Both 
times, he had to admit that a predic¬ 
tion was impossible. 

This line of questioning irks Dr. 
Andrews, a serious and rather patri¬ 
cian baby doctor. He espouses the 
big-picture approach to medical re¬ 
search. “Let us do the work and then 
let it be analysed, rather than asking 
us what we expect to achieve.” 

And then, of course, there’s the 
problem of the critics, the thousands 
of right-to-lifers, Catholic dogmatists, 
women’s righters, born-again Chris¬ 
tians, and the people who are terrified 
at the prospects of genetic engineering 
— the quest to mass-produce Beetho¬ 
vens. 

In his mind, they are mostly “sin¬ 
gle-purpose zealots” who are trying to 
hold back a serious, highly considered 
and, yes, a humanistic scientific en¬ 
deavor. 

“This is not a casual thing,” Dr. 
Andrews said in a recent interview. 

“We’re very sensitive to all these 
questions. . . . Controversy? There’s 


no controversy here. We have the 
support of the American Medical As¬ 
sociation, the American Fertility So¬ 
ciety, the Academy of Medicine, al¬ 
most any group you can name. . .” 

Still, the Norfolk project has gen¬ 
erated great heat. Rep. Orrin Hatch, a 
Utah congressman, has asked for a 
year’s delay of the project, and con¬ 
gressional hearings on the ethical 
and medical questions. 

Leading the protest in Norfolk is 
Charles Dean Jr., a lumber dealer and 
head of the local Society for Human 
Life chapter. Dean says his group, 
along with some national organiza 
tions, is preparing to take the matter 
to court. 

Dean insists that more experimen¬ 
tation is needed on sub-human pri¬ 
mates, like chimps, to establish the 
safety of the method. In this he is 
supported by the eminent Jerome 
Lejeune, chairman of genetics at the 
University of Paris. 

“Before we produce living, defec¬ 
tive children by this method, let’s 
research it,” Dean says. 

Scientists who support the lab-con¬ 
ceived pregnancies say that large- 
scale studies on primates would be 
enormously expensive and take years. 
“I just can’t buy that argument in a 
civilized society,” Dean remarks. 

He argues that doctors should in¬ 
stead pursue new surgical techniques 
for unblocking damaged fallopian 
tubes. 

This kind of criticism sets Dr. An¬ 
drews aboil. 

“It is hateful, and evil, to imply 
that we would do this with women 
who had any other chance to con¬ 
ceive children.”

‘First fleet’ may sail again 
for Australian bicentennial 


SYDNEY - Plans are 
being made to re-enact the 
world’s longest known 
human migration — 15,000 
miles by sea from Britain to 
Australia. 

The perilous journey of 1. 
487 men and women almost 
two centuries ago is known in 
Australia as the “first 
fleet”, and it will be the focal 
point of the country’s bicen¬ 
tenary celebrations in 1988. 

Politicians and commu¬ 
nity leaders hope* the bicen- 


’s population of 1 i 
million, made up of 130 na 
tional groups, to recognize 
themselves as one nation. 

The first-fleet re-enact¬ 
ment is the idea of Dr. Jon 
athan King, a descendant of 
one of the British naval offi¬ 
cers who led the eight-month 
voyage. King hopes to get 
financial backing to build at 
least two replicas of the 
original first-fleet ships, 
plans for which are still held 
in Britain’s National Mari¬ 
time Museum.

Australia has been an in¬ 
dependent country for the 
whole of this century, but 
still has very close constitu¬ 
tional ties with Britain. Im¬ 
migrants who seek Austra¬ 
lian citizenship must swear 
an oath of allegiance to the 
Queen of Australia — Brit¬ 
ain’s Queen Elizabeth. 

However, many of the im¬ 
migrants of the past 30 years

Politicians recognize that 
one of the major issues fat¬ 
ing Australia in the next dec¬ 
ade or so will be a growing 
demand that it should finally 
break the umbilical cord 
with the mother country and 
become a republic. 

The problem may well de¬ 
mand a solution before the 
bicentennial decade is over: 
already, the non-political 
Republican Association is 
campaigning for the crea¬ 
tion of an Australian repub¬ 
lic on 26 January, 1988. 

That campaign is not the 
only ripple of discontent. 
Australia's black aborig¬ 
ines, whose ancestors colon¬ 
ized the country 30,000 years 
before Britain’s convicts, 
are still waiting for a peace 
treaty to restore some of 
their lost land rights. 


Leaders have stumbled before 
when polls had them winners 


OTTAWA — straight-line 
projection of the latest Gal¬ 
lup poll indicates the election 
is all over. 

Events are 
seldom that 
clear, how¬ 
ever, or else 
the losing 
politicians 
might as 
well head for 
Florida until 
voting day. 

They know 
that polls 
are only accurate the day 
they are taken, so they fight 
on in the hope that peo¬ 
ple will change their minds. 

To keep their spirits up, 
they shield themselves by 
spinning a protective cocoon 
of disbelief. They hope that 
on election night they will 
ultimately emerge as butter¬ 
flies. 

Recently Senator Keith 
Davey described how the 
process affected him in the 
last election. Upon arriving 
at Liberal headquarters in 
Ottawa he learned that there 
had been few calls — the 
place was like a morgue. The 
Senator, seldom stuck for an 
explanation, attributed the 
quiet to the new Election Ex¬ 
penses Act. Under the new 
system, he explained to 
party workers, most of the 
“action” was occurring at 
the provincial headquar¬ 
ters. 

“You know,” he confided, 
“I half believed it myself.” 

This time it’s the Tories 
who have to rationalize. On 
Canada AM, Ottawa report¬ 
er Craig Oliver recounted an

incident from the Clark tour. 
From his window seat in the 
PC bus, Clark’s chief of 
staff, Bill Neville, looked out 
into the dense fog and ob¬ 
served wistfully, “I wish I 
knew what was out there.” 

If Neville were observing 
the scene dispassionately, he 
would know the answer. It 
comes through loud and 
clear in the private polls 
available to him. Joe Clark is 
the number one issue in the 
election to date. He isn’t per¬ 
ceived as a prime minister. 

Neville is too emotionally 
involved to accept this. So, 
like other partisans, he has 
to shut it out of his mind. 
That allows him to concen¬ 
trate on those areas where 
something can be done. Poli¬ 
ticians know from history 
that miracles can happen. At 
the outset of the 1974 cam¬ 
paign, for example, Robert 
Stanfield looked like a sure 
winner — and the polls con¬ 
firmed it. Later, due to a 
ham-handed approach to 
wage and price controls, 
trouble developed. 

Sensing a chink in the PC 
armor, Trudeau launched a 
vicious attack. He ridiculed 
the Tory proposal in a very 
cynical but most effective 
way. The tide began to turn 
and thousands of voters 
switched their intentions 
late in the campaign — some 
literally on the way to the 
polls. 

This time the Liberals 
have been playing a defen¬ 


sive game in the belief that 
their early lead is too big to 
overcome. But in so doing, 
they are providing more and 
more ammunition for a Tory 
offensive. 

The Grit low-key cam¬ 
paign is being tagged as 
peek-a-boo. Trudeau’s re¬ 
fusal to face Clark and 
Broadbent in a TV debate is 
portrayed alternately as ar¬ 
rogance or fright. Recent 
promises like twinning the 
CNR tracks through the 
Rockies and giving a $50 mil¬ 
lion dollar handout for the 
Sydney Steel Corp. suggest 
that the free-spenders — the 
people responsible for Can¬ 
ada’s economic mess — are 
back in control. The plans 
are reminiscent of earlier 
programs that had their gen¬ 
esis on the back of cigarette 
packages. 

Clark’s greatest boost may 
be a spin-off from Jimmy 
Carter’s foreign policy. The 
prime minister’s anti-Soviet 
stance is in sharp contrast 
with Trudeau’s more “busi¬ 
ness as usiyi” approach. 

The unpredictability of 
politics is underlined by 
events south of the border. 
Senior American newsmen I 
travelled with last fall were 
all willing to bet that Senator 
Edward Kennedy was a 
shoe-in for the Democratic 
presidential nomination. 
There have been no offers 
recently. 

Joe Clark can take solace 
from the late John Diefen- 
baker: “The only poll that 
really counts Is the one taken 
on election day.”

If all goes well, they will 
sail from Britain in time to 
arrive in Sydney on Austra¬ 
lia Day, 26 January, 1988.

The Clark’s pledge to 
impose an Olympic boy¬ 
cott if the Russians don’t 
flee Kabul by Feb. 20 is 
cleverly-dated nonsense, 
since Clark knows he 
won’t be prime minister 
on Feb. 20. 

There does indeed 
seem to be some sub¬ 
stance to the Trudeau 
claim that the Tory lead 
er’s foreign policy could 
be carried “on the back 
of an envelope.*’ 

The problem, says Tru 
deau, is that Clark met 
recently with his discon¬ 
solate Toronto candi¬ 
dates and was persuaded 
the only hope was to em¬ 
bark on the Commie¬ 
bashing kick.

He quoted an American study that said although 
trade unions have grown since the 1930s, the per¬ 
centage of gross national product reserved for 
manpower has remained constant during the past 50 
years. 

Also, Phillips said the role of unions as agents of 
better working conditions is diminishing “as the 
protector state, by adopting a series of social bills 
which determine minimum working conditions, 
offers to workers a whole range of guarantees to 
correct abuses.” 

“Therefore, there is hardly any reason today to 
negotiate these conditions.” 


Phillips said the major contribution of unions 
has been to give the working class a sense of 
dignity. 

But he added unions are growing remote from 
their members because of their size and political 
preoccupations. And if unions are not growing, it’s 
not because the laws are against them but “a 
question of credibility.” 

Phillips called on employers to “give again a 
sense of utility to workers and to respect the 
integrity of the individual.” 

Turning to the public sector, Phillips said grant¬ 
ing the right to strike as an ultimate weapon to 
public employees has been a failure, because the 
strike has been used in every labor conflict. 

In any case, the right to strike in the public 
sector no longer exists, Phillips said, citing back-to- 
work legislation used by recent Quebec govern¬ 
ments to force workers to end legal strikes, and the 
recent imposition of a contract on Hydro-Quebec 
employees.

U.S. Steel loss 
$293 million 

PITTSBURGH (Reuter) — United States Steel Corp. 
reports record multi-million-dollar losses for the fourth 
quarter and 1979 as a whole, due mostly to the costs of a 
wide-rangingj-eorganization of its operations. 

The largest steel maker in the U.S. said Tuesday its 
losses for all of 1979 amounted to $293 million, including a 
deficit of $561.7 million dollars in the fourth quarter. 

U.S. Steel said it took a pre-tax charge of about $808 
million in the fourth quarter, largely in connection with the 
planned shutdown of 15 plants and mills in eight states.

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Machete-holder not guilty 


A young East Indian who 
grabbed a machete after he 
was kicked in the groin by a 
white stranger said in Vic¬ 
toria county court Tuesday 
that he was “so scared I 
didn’t know what to do.” 

Judge E.J.C. Stewart 
found Jasjit Singh Gill not 
guilty of a charge of being in 


possession of a dangerous 
weapon at 1:40 a.m. last May 
12 on a downtown Victoria 
street. 

“One look at the exhibit 
convinces me this was an 
offensive weapon and a very 
dangerous one at that,” 
Stewart said. 

But he found reasonable 


doubt as to its purpose in the 
hands of the accused man. 

Gill said he was riding in a 
small station wagon with 
friend Manjit Singh Giri 
when a red station wagon 
with six white occupants 
began following. 

‘‘They called us black¬ 
heads and Hindus and some 
other names,” Gill said. 


When the other car forced 
Giri’s car to stop on Blan- 
shard near Fort, four of the 
white persons came toward 
them, beer bottles in hand, 
Gill told the court. 

“They come to me and we 
get out of the car and the guy 
kicked me. 

‘‘I see Giri getting a base-

house. 

Daryn Andre Wybert, of 1370 Lyall, entered the plea 
after being denied bail Monday by Allan. 

Crown counsel Richard Law said a couple returning 
to their Nelson Street home in Esquimalt last Saturday 
from a trip to Reno saw a light go off in a room as they 
were about to enter.

Roe importers in trouble 


Japanese companies importing 
large amounts of herring roe from 
Canada are on the verge of 
bankruptcy, says a Jan. 16 article 
in English-language The Japan 
Times. 

The article appears to contradict 
statements made last week by spokes¬ 
men for Oakland Fisheries Ltd. in 
Victoria and the United Fishermen 
and Allied Workers’ Union. 

Gordon Davies, production manager 
of Oakland, said last week that reports 
about a consumer boycott of herring 
roe in Japan are an attempt by Japa¬ 
nese buyers to drive the price down. 
George Hewison of the UFAWU said 
he understood prices were stable in 
Japan. 


However, the article says consum¬ 
ers have hesitated buying herring roe 
(kazunoko), a favorite New Year’s 
dish, because of high retail prices 
which rose from 700 yen in late 1978 to 
as high as 2,000 yen per 100 grams in 
late 1979. 

“Companies which imported large 
amounts of herring roe from Canada 
are on the verge of bankruptcy be¬ 
cause the domestic sales last month 
remained at half the year-before level, 
apparently due to the two fold retail 
price rise over a year ago,” the article 
said. 

Although companies recently 
lowered retail prices to as low as 
600 yen per 100 grams in view of 


their high inventory levels, “most 
consumers are reluctant to buy it even 
at the discount price after the New 
Year holidays are over.” 

The article said low sales levels 
of the Tokyo fishery product com 
pany v Oi, had left it with an inven 
tory totalling 30 billion yen. 

Oi denied statements by industry 
sources that it might go bankrupt. 

A company spokesman said the com 
pany’s biggest shareholder, Mitsubi 
shi Corp., “had promised to help it 
clear the bills,” but Mitsubishi, ac 
cording to the article, would not con 
firm this. 

Japan depends on Canada for about 
80 per cent of its herring roe supply, 
the article said. 


Regionwide gas 
tax 4 only option 9

Victoria council wants the Capi¬ 
tal Region to cover anticipated Urban 
Transit Authority deficits by a region¬ 
wide three-cents-a-gallon increase in 
the price of gasoline. 

Aid, .Robert Wright warned 
Tuesday that three cents a gallon 
might not go far. 

“You’ll probably be looking at 10 
cents a gallon as time goes on,” he 
said. 

“I hear regional people talk about 
service area. Everybody will want to 
have Cadillac-type transportation. 
The cost will be staggering,” Wright 
said. 

At a special meeting Tuesday, the aider- 
men decided that a gasoline tax increase 
would be the “least objectionable method" 
of covering transit system deficits. 

The other options considered were a 


special property tax levy, a surcharge 
on Hydro rates, a combination of Hydro, 
gas and property tax increases, and an 
increase in sales tax in the Capital Re¬ 
gion. 

Placing the burden for transit defi¬ 
cits on property owners by way of a 
special property tax levy was considered 
unacceptable by city council. 

A change in provincial legislation to 
raise the sales tax was ruled out be¬ 
cause, according to Aid. William McElroy, 
that would take the better part of a year. 

An surcharge in Hydro rates, the aider- 
men were told, could be applied only if an 
increase in the gasoline tax failed to cover 
the deficit. 

That left the gas tax increase as the 
only alternative. 

The decision of how to raise the funds to 
cover the transit deficits will be made by 
the regional board, but the directors have 
asked municipalities and outlying areas to 
state their preferences. 


GIRL, 11, 
LOSES 
BATTLE

first traffic fatality of the 
year when she died over 
the night Tuesday in Vic¬ 
toria General Hospital. 

Kim Alexandra Mur¬ 
ray, of 855 Villanee, suf 
fered multiple injuries 
including a skull fracture 
in an accident Jan. 23 on 
Finlayson near Glasgow 
about a block from her 
home. She remained in 
the hospital’s intensive 
care unit since the acci¬ 
dent. 

The girl was running to 
join two companions 
across Finlayson when 
she was struck by a van 
driven by Leon Dube. 36, 
of 3937 Leeds. 

Coroner Edmond Jorre 
de St. Jorre is expected to 
hold an inquest into the 
girl’s death. 


‘We merely want peanuts’ 
disabled tell candidates 


It was an uneven contest Tuesday afternoon 
when Saanich-Esquimalt federal political candi¬ 
dates Robert Cameron and Gerry Kristianson met 
about 30 people with various disabilities at Nigel 
House. 

The candidates probably came out second best, 
and ended up congratulating each other in a 
mutual admiration society. “If you can’t vote for 
me, vote for him,” said Cameron, referring to 
Kristianson. 

The gloves-off session started out with one 
(jlderly resident giving a political history lesson, 
telling those present how he had lived through the 
days of R.B. Bennett and Mackenzie King, and 
“nothing was done for the people until the CCF 
came to power in Saskatchewan.’’ 

He said the Liberals and Conservatives had no 
conscience, and recalled that King had brought in 
conscription through the back door, and Pierre 
Trudeau was elected on a policy of no wage and 
price controls. 

“The pensions we enjoy today wouldn’t be there 
without the CCF NDP, and neither would Petro- 
Can,” said the man, an obvious Cameron sup¬ 
porter. 

Kristianson replied he was not going to apolo¬ 
gize for Bennett (a Tory), and said everybody 
must stand for themselves and the positions 
their parties took. “While the NDP takes credit, 
the fact is that most of the progressive policies in 
Canada today were instituted by the Liberals. 

“As to PetroCan, the NDP killed the minority- 
government which introduced the legislation and 
the Liberals rt introduced it when they had a 
majority,” he said. 

A long-haired wheelchair-bound man. tattooed 
poem barely legible on his arm, made a plea for 
funds for recreational and physiotherapy facili¬ 
ties aU Nigel House. 

“We just want peanuts. We are dying here. We 
need a hand,” he said. “The politicians spend 
more on coffee than what we’re asking for. 
This place is going downhill just for the need of a 
few bucks.” 

Kristianson replied that too often these days 


politicans are eager to provide solutions that in 
fact tell people what to do. without finding out 
their needs first. 

Another wheelchair occupant said: “We’ve seen 
what Trudeau has done, and (Prime Minister) 
Clark . . . don’t even mention him.” 

NDP candidate Cameron went to his opponent’s 
rescue, saying that the Liberals were not unhu¬ 
manitarian but the representation in Ottawa that 
the riding had received recently (Conservative 
MP Donald Munro) was partly to blame. 

Munro was not at the meeting, having answered 
questions Monday, but was criticized by several 
residents for a do-nothing attitude. 

Other issues brought up were: 

• The need for a safe crossing for residents 
from Nigel House to the nearby shopping centre 
(a provincial and municipal responsibility, said 
the candidates, but they offered to try to help); 

• Full funding for multiple sclerosis patients 
and research into the disease. (Kristianson ad¬ 
vised people to press the provincial government, 
Cameron said research into such debilitating 
diseases should perhaps be put on a war foot¬ 
ing); 

• Should Canada boycott the Olympics? (Ca¬ 
meron offered a permanent solution—a Greek 
island to be taken over once every four years and 
administered by the United Nations. Kristianson 
felt athletes should not be made scapegoats of 
the Clark regime's attempt to get tough with the 
Russians). 

The last question, directed to Cameron, was 
from an elderly woman knitting an afghan. She 
wanted to know whether the NDP brand of 
socialism was connected in any way to that 
practised in the U.S.S.R. 

Cameron decried the perversion of the word 
socialism by Russian communists, who were 
merely dictators of the left, and said the NDP 
believed first and foremost in democracy. 

Kristianson agreed, paying tribute to the NDP 
and its CCF predecessor as democratic parties 
“although we may not always agree.”

Any party that welcomed oil supertankers off 
the B.C. coast was welcoming disaster, about 300 
people at a Victoria riding all-candidates meeting 
were told Tuesday night. 

The NDP candidate, Victoria city alderman 
Robin Blencoe, said supertankers had a horren¬ 
dous history of disaster. He said to applause that 
NDP policy was well known: “No supertankers on 
the West Coast, period.” 

Blencoe was one of four candidates at the 
meeting called by Oak Bay Kiwanis. Only the 
Parti Rhinoceros candidate. Rhino Kirk Hig¬ 
gins, was absent. 

Blencoe claimed rail and pipe alternatives 
should be used instead of the Northern Tier option 
suggested by U.S. President Carter, and he added 
that he thought Carter was flag-waving to see 
what sort of compromise Canada would come up 
with. 

“He is not going to offend this country. The 
United States needs many things from this coun¬ 
try,” the NDP candidate told the meeting. • 

Defence Minister Allan McKinnon, who holds 
the Victoria seat for the Conservatives, drew 
applause when he referred to the closing of the 
Canadian embassy in Iran and the safe shepherd¬ 
ing of six Americans out of that country on 
Canadian passports. 

McKinnon said the ordeal of the secret six 
hostages had been hard enough on those in Ottawa 
who knew what was going on, let alone those 
involved, whom he complimented for their cour¬ 
age and coolness. 

As vice chairman of the cabinet committee on 
security and intelligence and vice chairman of the 
cabinet committee on external affairs and nation¬ 
al defence, McKinnon was privy to what was 
going on in Tehran, and he said it had been a 
miracle that things had turned out as well as they 
had. 

He was questioned about proposed spending on 
new fighter aircraft for Canada at a cost he now 
put at over $3 billion, and said it was vital that this 


country honored its commitment to its allies such 
as NATO and NORAD. 

Canada had to be seen as being able to control 
its own air space, he told the meeting. 

Later when asked if he favored peace, how 
could he justify such huge expenditure on the 
aircraft, McKinnon replied Canada would “stick 
with friends who stick with us” and it was naive to 
think the country could do without them. 

McKinnon, when pressed to increase spending 
on developing peace not war, said disarmament 
was very important and almost every country in 
the world would like to “get off this crazy 
arms race,” but it had to be done in unison. 

Liberal candidate Bruce Corbett “parted ways” 
with past Liberal government actions several 
times during the night, but stuck firmly with the 
new energy policy espoused from Halifax this 
week by party leader Pierre Trudeau. 

Corbett defended the “low” Canadian oil price 
in that package, and said it was needed to give 
local industry a competitive edge over U.S. 
industry in energy. 

He also said Canada should spend more on re¬ 
search and development to keep its industry 
competitive. 

Corbett said the Trident aircraft factory at Pat 
Bay Airport was worthy of government help and 
said “we must give Trident its due and if it fails 
let it fail on its own merits, not because of a gov 
ernment cutback in funding.” 

Marxist-Leninist candidate Dorothy Ratzlaff 
told the meeting the capitalist system was at the 
heart of all Canada's troubles and her revolution¬ 
ary party favored a “people’s war” to over 
throw the system which put down the working 
class and carried the rich. 

She said the rich had caused the present eco¬ 
nomic crisis and should be made to carry the 
burden, not the workers. 

To questions later, she repeatedly said the 
overthrow of the capitalist system was essential 
before many other problems could be solved. 


Rotting slash could supply energy 


Billions of dollars worth of 
forest res idues—com mon ly 
known as slash—are left to 
rot or burn in B.C. woods 
every year, a senior federal 
forestry economist said 
Tuesday. 

An estimated 2.5 billion 
cubic metres of slash could 
be available for conversion 
to energy in B.C. each year, 
according to Dr. <Sl|en Man¬ 
ning, a senior economist 
with the Pacific Forest Re¬ 
search Centre in Victoria. 

At 1977 prices, a cubic 
metre of waste wood had the 
energy equivalent of about 
$12 worth of oil or $7 worth of 
natural gas, he said, “and 
you can work out today’s 
prices yourself.” 

Manning was talking to 
about 120 people Tuesday 


night at the third in a series 
of forestry lectures spon¬ 
sored by the Canadian Insti¬ 
tute of Forestry. 

He said a rough calcula¬ 
tion was that five billion 
metres would be created an¬ 
nually, but less than half that 
would be economically re¬ 
coverable. 

However, the net value of 
the wood waste was some¬ 
what less because it required 
energy and money to extract 
and produce the material. 

Manning said a study for 
the Canadian Foresty Ser 
vice has identified several 
potential sites on Vancouver 
Island where electricity gen¬ 
eration from forest biomass 
would be possible under the 
right cost conditions, “which 
are getting closer all the 
time.” 


He added that the federal 
government has several pro¬ 
grams to investigate and en¬ 
courage biomass energy de¬ 
velopments, including an 
80:20 cost-sharing program 
with industry to convert boil¬ 
ers or install new ones that 
burn wood wastes. 

He is closely involved with 
Ottawa’s biomass research 
and development program, 
dealing with the technology 
and impacts of conversion of 
biomass to energy and the 
so-called “production side.” 

Manning showed slides of 
a test conversion program 
last year in the Sooke High¬ 
lands and Cowichan Valley. 

Slash was collected by two 
small tracked vehicles and 
put through a chipper before 
being sent to Crofton pulp 


mill for evaluation, where it 
was rated good quality. 

He said preliminary esti¬ 
mates were that collection 
would cost $10 a cubic metre 
on the Sooke site and $5.88 at 
the less-rugged Cowichan lo¬ 
cation. 

Manning said tentative 
cost studies showed it would 
cost $45 to $50 to land a cubic 
metre at the mill, while at 
1979 oil prices, a cubic metre 
of chips would have been 
worth $35 as hog fuel. 

Earlier, Ralph Torney, 
logging manager of T.M. 
Thomson & Associates, for¬ 
estry consulting engineers, 
explained the use of helicop¬ 
ters for logging. 

Illustrating his talk with 
slides, Torney said since 
helicopter logging was 20 to 


30 per cent more costly than 
conventional methods, it 
should only be used under 
special circumstances. 

Such circumstances might 
be where the terrain is too 
rough, to build roads, where 
soil'ls too sensitive to be 
disturbed, selective logging 
for esthetics, and in areas 
where timber might other¬ 
wise be unharvested owing 
to low growth rates or diffi¬ 
culty of access. 

He predicted that the in¬ 
dustry has a dramatic 
growth rate ahead of it. 
Starting from 15,000 cubic 
metres in 1976, it had already 
grown to 240,000 cubic 
metres in 1979, and the po¬ 
tential was for 1.8 million 
cubic metres a year.

Quebec mayors welcome 
if they ,pay their way 


The prospect of up to 70 Quebec 
mayors and their spouses visiting Vic¬ 
toria sometime this year triggered a 
few quick financial considerations 
Tuesday. 

Having made sure Victoria taxpay¬ 
ers won’t be stuck with transportation, 
hotel and restaurant bills for a group 
of mayors from La Belle Province, 
Victoria city council decided Tuesday 
to extend a warm invitation to them. 

The question of whether or not to 
invite the mayors was placed before 


city council’s monthly “caucus meet¬ 
ing” by Mayor William Tindall. 

He said a group of Quebec mayors 
would be coming out west sometime 
this year. They would pay their own 
way and would be staying at local 
homes, he said. 

The city might decide to give a 
dinner in their honor* but that decision 
could be made later, the mayor said. 

When the aldermen learned that the 
invitation wouldn’t cost the city any¬ 
thing, they told the mayor to go ahead 
and issue it.

Most nations undecided on boycott 


United Press International 

Of the 143 nations accredited 
by the International Olympic 
Committee to compete in the 
1980 Olympic Games in Mos¬ 
cow, seven, including the Unit¬ 
ed States, have said they will 
not attend. At least a score 
have said they will go, no 
matter what. The rest are un- 
~ decided, and may be waiting 
for a lead. 

In sports terms, withdrawal 
by such leading countries as 
West Germany, Britain, 
Japan, or China, as well as the 
United States, would turn the 
Olympics into a farce. 


Should only the United 
States and a few small coun¬ 
tries pull out, the sports im¬ 
pact would be minimal, except 
in track and swimming, but 
the financial impact would be 
enormous. 

If the United States pulls 
out, NBC pulls out, and the 
Olympics will lose about $20 
million — one-third of the NBC 
contract with the Moscow or¬ 
ganizers. 

So far, the United States, 
Canada, Norway, Bahrain, 
Morocco, Saudi Arabia and 
Chile have announced they 
will not send teams to Moscow 


unless the Soviets pull out of 
Afghanistan. 

Chile became the first Latin 
American nation to declare an 
official boycott Tuesday 
night. 

But the Canadian decision 
may depend on the outcome of 
Canada’s elections next month 
in which Prime Minister Joe 
Clark could be replaced by 
Liberal leader Pierre Tru¬ 
deau, who may have different 
views. 

The governments of Britain 
and Australia — two tradition¬ 
al allies — have announced 
they, too, support the boycott. 
But their national Olympics 


committees point out that 
they, not the governments, 
must make that decision. And 
both committees are inclined 
to attend the games. 

Japan will decide by Feb. 10, 
the opening day of the Inter¬ 
national Olympic Committee 
meeting in Lake Placid, N.Y. 
Japan has said it cannot let the 
Russians tamper with other 
nations because it would dis¬ 
rupt international order. 

West Germany says it will 
do whatever the majority of 
Europeans decide. Switzer¬ 
land has made no decision, but 
is leaning against a boycott. 


BOSTON (AP) — Boston Bruins 
president Paul A. Mooney announced 
Tuesday he has fined general man¬ 
ager Harry Sinden $2,>10 for his com 
ments concerning disciplinary actions 
against the team by National Hockey 
League president John Ziegler. 

“I feel that his personal attacks on 
president Ziegler have done a disser¬ 
vice both to the Bruins, the NHL and 
its member clubs,” said Mooney. 
“Harry and I agree his comments 
were uncalled for.” 

Mooney’s decision was the latest 
action taken in connection With a 
brawl last month at New York’s Madi 
son Square Garden. 

Ziegler suspended three Bruins for 
leaving the ice and fighting in the 
stands with fans following a Dec. 23 
game with the Rangers. Ziegler took 


the action against Terry O’Reilly, 
Peter McNab and Mike Milbury. 

“This is not to say that we agree 
with Ziegler’s decisions,” said Moon 
ey. “However, we cannot condone this 
type of comment from a member of 
this organization.” 

Mooney’s move came on the eve of 
an NHL board of governors meeting- 
scheduled for today in Chicago. The 
panel will hear an appeal from the-' 
Bruins. 

Sinden was outspoken in his criti-' 
cism of Ziegler following the league., 
president’s action last Friday. 

Sinden called the league president a, 
“rat,” compared him to a Russian 
czar and inferred that Ziegler took the 
action to take pressure off the league 
and Madison Square Garden in a $?^ 
million lawsuit filed by fans involved., 
in the fight.

Relatively untested Mack Truck faces tougher rival this week

Shy and polite, the young 
man approaches the regis¬ 
tration desk. 

He wears glasses. His 
curly hair is neatl.y 
trimmed. 

“Excuse me,” goes his 
inquiry. “Is this where you 
sign up for the fights?” 

“You got it. Name?” 

“Reddick, Gerry Red¬ 
dick,” is the reply. “Put 
me down as a middleweight. 
But register me as Mack 
Truck.” 

On fight night, a novice, in 
the ring only to experience 
So You Wanna Fight , 
prances nervously. 

He hears the announcer: 

“And in this cornah, wear 
ing red trunks, from the Ca¬ 
nadian Coast Guard: Mack 
Truck.” 

From the corridor swoops 
a dancing marionette, hood¬ 
ed and robed. Once in the 
ring it’s obvious. Mild-man¬ 
nered Gerry Reddick has 
changed. 

Off comes the hood to re¬ 
veal a glistening black skull. 
A tiny waist expands into 
tree-trunk torso and heavi¬ 
ly-muscled arms. 

Mack Truck, sans spec¬ 
tacles, is ready. His oppo¬ 
nent, suddenly queasy, 
wishes he was somewhere 
else, anywhere. This is 
more, far more, than he 
bargained for. 

“Psychology,’’ Gerry 
Reddick giggled in the quiet 
of a Caledonia St. apart¬ 
ment. “I use it all the time. 
The glasses, the hood. They 
all work in my favor. 

“When I take off that hood 
the other guy slumps down a 
bit. The last thing he expects 
to face is this big, black 
baldheaded dude.” 

Psychology’s one thing. 
But it’s not what has Seattle 
and Vancouver fight promot¬ 
ers drooling over and scram¬ 
bling after Mack Truck. 

“He’s a natural,” they 
chortle in unison. One, the 
story goes, laid $100,000 in 
Truck’s palm and said “take 
it, it’s yours.” 

Truck (the tag came from 
one of his nine brothers in 
Halifax, after an unauth 
orized joyride in his father’s 
pickup) said no. The deal 
included a 10-year exclusive 
contract with the agent, with 
the same picking up 45 per 
cent of future takes. 

Another, Joe Toro of Seat¬ 
tle, offered him a standard 
contract, five years with 
33 *4 per cent going to the 
promoter. “Uh-uh,” said 
Mack. “I’m waiting for a 
better deal.” 

For a guy with just two pro 
fights under his 27-inch belt, 
Truck has already had con¬ 
versations with some big- 
timers, including two with 
legendary Angelo Dundee. 
Dundee said he would keep 
an eye on Truck’s progress, 
advising him to build a local 
following. 

He’s doing it. The flamboy¬ 
ant slugger with the devas¬ 
tating jab has grabbed the 
imagination of fight people 
here and on the mainland. 
Vancouver columnists and 
TV people have noticed. He’s 
a phenom. 

That status will remain in¬ 
tact at least until Thursday 
night, when Mack Truck 
fights again, at the PNE 
Gardens in Vancouver. He 
shares top billing with an¬ 
other new pro, heavyweight 
Gord Racette of lacrosse 
fame. 

Truck’s opponent will be 
Danny Kirk of Portland. 
Toro says this seasoned for¬ 


mer amateur will give the 
largely untested Truck his 
toughest scrap yet. 

“Mack should destroy 
him,” Toro solemnly adds. 

A former Nova Scotia 
sprinting champion and star 
running back at Queen Eliza¬ 
beth High in Halifax, Gerry 
Reddick came west while 
stationed aboard the Coast 
Guard buoy ship Narwhal. 

He landed in Victoria last 
April and heard about a So 
You Wanna Fight card at 
Memorial Arena. 

“I was kind of a loudmouth 
on ship,” Truck grinned. He 
grins a lot. “I’d see two 
guys arguin’, and I’d chal 
lenge them. I’d laugh at 
them, tollin’ them I could 


whip them both. 

“"-“So my buddies told me to 
put up or shut up. But I’d 
never been in a ring before.” 

At this, a listener raised an 
eyebrow. After witnessing 
Truck’s one-man demolition 
derby at Memorial Arena’s 
SYWF (Mack won the 
middleweight division with 
three fast KO’s), he couldn’t 
believe Mack wasn’t a ring¬ 
er, and once said so in print. 

“It’s God’s truth. The only 
fights I was in were with my 
brothers. Man, you had to 
fight in our family.” 

Anyway, Truck’s pals got 
him to sign up. Few oppo¬ 
nents dared face him in sub¬ 
sequent SYWF-type events 
and Vancouver promoter 


Jack MacLaughlin urged 
Truck to turn pro. 

Despite his lack of back¬ 
ground, he did. He hasn’t lost 
yet. His latest bout, in Seat¬ 
tle last week, lasted less than 
a round. 

Now, few pros want to try 
him. Kirk signed only after 
another fighter decided 
Truck was hazardous to his 
health. 

Mack Truck is built like 
one. His height (five-foot- 
nine) and weight (160) are 
deceptive, mere figures on a 
page. In person, he looks like 
he could transform the Nar¬ 
whal to scrap with a right 
cross. 

"Yeah, I keep in shape. 
Don’t smoke, don’t drink. I 


run a lot and chop wood out 
at Emery Barnes’ place in 
Metchosin.” 

Want pushups? See Truck. 
He plays a card game in 
which each digit represents 
a pushup — two for a deuce, 
13 for a Jack and so on. He 
counts the deck by pushups 
(There are 352 in a pack, 
Truck swears it). 

Mack Truck is expected to 
again display his wares in 
Victoria, his adopted base, 
sometime after the appoint¬ 
ment of a pro boxing com 
mission w hich is expected to 
be established within weeks. 

He’s aiming for the Cana 
dian title and beyond. Local 
fight experts believe he has 
an honest shot.

Born in Victoria April 16, 
1906, William John Peden 
also excelled as a youth in 
several other sports — in¬ 
cluding swimming, rugby 
and basketball. But his 
mother urged him to concen¬ 
trate on bike racing and 
that’s when Torchy hit the 
headlines. 

Peden, second-oldest of six 
children, was an amateur 
star in the 1920s and was a 
member of the 1928 Cana¬ 
dian Olympic bicycle-racing 
team that competed in the 
Games at Amsterdam be¬ 
fore he turned pro in 1929. 

When he arrived in Toron¬ 
to from Victoria for the 
Olympic trials in 1928, it was 
the first time he had seen a 
board track. The man with 
the flaming red hair was 
mainly a road-racer for 
about three years before try¬ 
ing out for the Canadian 
team. 

”1 didn’t know much about 
bike races,” he said in an 
interview when recalling the 
trials. “But 1 was in better 
shape (than other Olympic 
hopefuls) and I just went out 
ahead and they were too 

tired to catch me.*!_ 

The gruelling six-day 
rides, with two-man teams, 
went 24 hours a day. 

But Peden said, “If the 

.ryot, wore tka mgauu 

was good.” 

During the depression, he 
made more money in a week 
pedalling his bicycle than 
most men earned in a year. 

“At least 20 of us were 
making more than hockey 
players, basketball players, 
or 90 per cent of the football 
players,” he said. 

Top riders earned between 
$20,000 and $60,000 a year. 

His bike took him to the 
major cities of Europe and to 
three Olympics, two of them 
as a coach. When he became 
world professional six-day 
champion in 1934, he had 
accumulated so many vic¬ 
tories that nobody topped his 
career total until 1965 
At the age of 20, he was 
6-foot 3 and weighed 220 
pounds. One report said he 
had all the strength a good 
bike rider needed to take the 
grind of marathon racing. 

He acquired his nickname 
after a 1927 race in Vancou¬ 
ver when the Province re¬ 
ported: “A flame-haired 
youth led the pack like a 
torch.”

championships. After two 
tire punctures had cost him 
any hope of a high placing in 
the road race at the Games 
in Amsterdam, he remained 
in Europe and won races in 
Warsaw, Paris, London and 
Glasgow. 

He returned to Canada and 
made a sweep of the 1929 
Canadian indoor champion¬ 
ships and then he became a 
professional rider. 

From his first victory in 
1931, until his last race in 
Chicago in 1948, he took part 
in 148 races and won 38 — a 
record that stood until 1965.

The reporter added his 
own view: 


While Peden could always 
get a laugh from the fans, 
most of his antics brought 
nothing but curses from op¬ 
posing ridcr^ His his combi 
nation of stamina and speed 
made him a formidable op¬ 
ponent. He would let the 
others wear themselves out 
during sprints — one-mile 
events within the race — 
then he’d swoop down from 


high on the track and often 
lead his team in lapping his 
rivals. It embarrassed them 
and often cost them money. 

Peden’s brother Doug, 
who in 1936 teamed up with 
Torchy in the six-day rates, 
last summer joined Torchy 
again as a fellow member of 
Canada’s Sports Hali of 
Fame.

SANTA MONICA, Calif. (UPI) Jimmy Durante, the 
gravelly voiced Schnozzola who kept audiences laughing 
for more than half a century, died Tuesday at 86. 

A St. John's Hospital official said death was due to 
pneumonitis, complicated by several small strokes. Durante 
had been in hospital four weeks. 

A requiem mass will be celebrated at 8 p.m. Thurs¬ 
day in the Church of the Good Shepherd in Beverly Hills. 
Burial will be Friday in Holy Cross Cemetery. 

Honorary pallbearers include Dezi Amaz, Sr., Milton 
Berle, Joey Bishop, Joe Bleeden, Ray Bolger, Ernest 
Borgnine, Los Angeles Mayor Tom Bradley, George Burns, 
Jimmy Cagney, Dennis Day, Richard Egan, Clement Hirsch, 
Bob Hope, Eddie Jackson, Harry James, George Jessel and 
Kirk Kerkorian. 

After the announcement of his death, the word "beauti¬ 
ful” came to the lips of many of the stars who worked with 
Durante through the years. 

LUCILLE BALL, THE retifed queen of television com¬ 
edy, said: 

‘‘Jimmy Durante was a beautiful human being. Even 
that wonderful nose was a thing of beauty. He will be missed 
by everyone.” 

Generous with his time and his money. Durante 
didn’t seem to have an enemy. 

He got his start as a piano player in a Coney Island saloon 
at the age of 17. After he achieved artistic and financial 
success, he helped many others along the way. 

He earned a fortune during a career that spanned the 
era from honky-tonk joints to Roaring Twenties speak¬ 
easies to television. Friends said he gave most of it 
away—to charitable causes, to almost anyone with a hard- 
luck story. 

He dropped a bundle, they said, every time he went to 
the race track. He listened to almost any tout and 
sometimes had a bet on every horse in a race.

“He was a beautiful guy. He encouraged me when I 
was young.” 

Jackie Gleason: ”1 worked with Jimmy and I was a 
great admirer of his, and I*m very sad at his passing.” 

Milton Berle: “He was a doll. There wasn't a bad bone 
in that man’s body. We worked together on TV in later years. 
I will never forget his 75th birthday. At his party we rigged a 
breakaway piano that fell into a thousand pieces when he sat 
down to the keyboard. Jimmy laughed harder than anyone 
else.” 

George Burns, another oldtimer, said: “Jimmy never 
played as much vaudeville as 1 did and we were never on the 
same bill. But I remember him clearly . . . Jimmy was a 
very funny, warm man. He was a nice human being, the kind 
you always wanted to hug.” 

JACK CARTER: “He was the kindest man I ever met. He 
was beautiful.” 

Bob Hope: “He was a super guy and a good friend. 
There’s nothing he wouldn’t do for you. We will miss 
him.” 

Durante’s last regular show was ABC-TV’s Jimmy 
Durante Presents the Lennon Sisters, a musical vari¬ 
ety series introduced in the fall of 1968. Before that, be 
starred in several series of his own 

He was brought up on New York’s lower East Side and 
left school in the seventh grade. He never mastered 
the English language—he butchered it and made mis¬ 
pronunciations part of his act. Catastrophe, for exam¬ 
ple, was castastroke. 

After his start in the saloons. Durante formed an 
act in 1923 with Lou Clayton and Eddie Jackson which 
was featured on Broadway and in cabarets as Clayton, 
Jackson and Durante. 

Durante emerged as the star of the trio when he 
began ad-libbing jokes at the keyboard. He was a wizened 
little dynamo on the stage, pounding the piano, singing 
and making rapid-fire wisecracks. 

HE MADE HIS first movie in 1931 and became a film fa¬ 
vorite, appearing without his partners. But he remained 


loyal to Clayton and Jackson and they continued to work 
with him in night clubs. 

Clayton died of cancer in 1950, with Durante at his 
side. Long after Jackson had ceased to contribute to the 
act. Durante kept him as a side-kick in his TV shows. 

Durante’s trademarks—in addition to his prominent 
nose—were such songs as Inka Dinka Doo and I Know 
Darn Well I Can Do Without Broadway , But Can Broad¬ 
way Do Without Me? He loved to interrupt his own act 
by bellowing the catch phrase, “Stop da music!” 

He ended his TV shows with: “Goodnight, Mrs. Cala¬ 
bash, wherever you are.” He once explained that Mrs. 
Calabash was a reference to his first wife, Maud, who 
died in 1943. 

Durante starred in such films as Two Girls and a 
Sailor, Ziegfeld Follies, Music Tor Millions and The Cuban 
Love Song. His stage hits included The New Yorker, Show 
Girl , Jumbo and Strike Me Pink. __

TORONTO (CP) — Liberal leader Pierre Trudeau 
reversed himself Tuesday, giving qualified support of a 
boycott of the Moscow Olympics if the Soviet Union 
does not withdraw from Afghanistan. 

He added that a boycott was acceptable only as part 
of a broad package of sanctions against the Soviet Union 
taken in concert with other nations. 

Giving a long-awaited Liberal foreign policy position 
in the Feb. 18 election campaign, he condemned the So¬ 
viet Union for its Afghanistan intervention and repeat¬ 
ed earlier calls for a tough response by Canada and its 
allies. 

“Our boycott by itself will not move one soldier or one 
tahk out of Afghanistan.” 

The Liberal leader made the comments in a speech on 
foreign policy highly critical of Prime Minister Clark and 
his Progressive Conservative government. 

He praised the government’s role in assisting six 
Americans to avoid being held hostage by militant stu¬ 
dents in the U.S. embassy in Iran. 

But he said other foreign policies pursued by the Con¬ 
servatives were confused, inconsistent, ill-considered or 
“just plain wrong.” , 

He said the foreign policy followed by his Liberal gov¬ 
ernment and that of Lester Pearson won worldwide

“Alas, alas, that tradition of Canadian foreign policy 
has been discarded by the Clark government,” he said.

He had originally spoken out against attempts to mix 
sports and politics for fear of wrecking the Games, and as 
late as Monday had criticized Clark for supporting a 
boycott following a request from Toronto area Conser¬ 
vative candidates.

Young heart big on fund

Ask Kimberly Wild, 4, 
what the doctors did to her 
heart and she'll tell you, 
“They fixed it.” 

It's as simple as that. 

Never mind that 10 years 
before she might have died 
from her heart defect, not 
only with it unrepaired, but 
even undetected, notes her 
father, Capt. Bill Wild. 

Kimberly, the 1980 symbol 
of the Heart Fund on Van¬ 
couver Island, is one of 
many children who has ben¬ 
efited from research in 
heart surgery, but it may be 
a few years before she fully 
realizes the significance of 
what happened to her. To 
Kimberly, her moments in 
hospital have been relatively 
brief and even enjoyable. 

HER FIRST operation 
came when she was only 
three weeks old, after her 
mother Debby noticed the 
youngster was lethargic and 
not thriving as she should. 
Physicians confirmed, after 
a battery of tests, that she 
had a hole in a membrane of 
her heart, which required 
surgical repair. The hole al-

lowed oxygenated blood 
from her lungs to leak back 
through her lungs, putting 
extra pressure on them and 
forcing her heart to work 
harder to get the necessary 


amount of fresh blood to the 
rest of her body. 

The problem was solved 
temporarily by a bind over 
the artery to her lungs to 
reduced the pressure. 


Physicians told her parents 
to wait until the child was 
older before they would open 
the heart and patch the 
hole. 

That operation was per¬ 
formed when Kimberly was 
3*4, and the youngster did 
well. In fact, three days 
after the operation, her 
mother found her pushing a 
six-year-old heart patient 
down a hospital corridor in a 
wheelchair. Eleven days 
after she entered hospital 
she was out again, although 
she returned three months 
later to have her tonsils 
taken out. 


WHILE THEY waited for 
the second operation, her 
parents were concerned, but 
“we had confidence that the 
problem could be fixed,” 
Wild said at a kickoff lun¬ 
cheon Tuesday for the heart 
fund campaign in Victoria. 

That confidence is the re¬ 
sult of 100 years of research 
which occurred before open- 
heart surgery became a safe 
and acceptable procedure. 
University of British Colum¬ 
bia pharmacologist Dr. Sid¬ 
ney Katz said at the kickoff. 
Katz is one of more than 30 
B.C. scientists whose work is 


supported by the B.C. Heart 
Foundation, with about 70 
per cent of the funds which 
the foundation raises 
through the Heart Fund 
campaign. Most of the bal¬ 
ance goes into educational 
programs. 

The B.C. Heart Founda¬ 
tion’s fund-raising goal for 
Vancouver Island this year 
is $275,000, and the provin¬ 
cial goal is $1.75 million. The 
canvass will be held from 
Feb. 14 to 29, and interested 
canvassers or donors can 
call the local office of the 
foundation at 382-4035.

Beef up 
a menu 
1,000 ways

Anyone who cooks for a family can readily believe 
there are 1,000 or more different ways to use ground 
beef. It always is on our market lists like a faithful 
friend to whom we turn in emergencies when time and 
budget are short. 

Hamburger rates well with young people as well as 
with most finicky eaters. It has great stretching power 
and compatability with pasta, rice and vegetables. 
So if you have been depending too long on hamburger- 
helper. beef patties and meat loaf, surprise your 
family w ith one of these hamburger pies. 

Each pie is economical because it needs only 1 pound 
of beef to serve four amply, and six adequately. Yet, 
each relies on different ingredients and seasonings to 
produce a regional touch. In choosing a complementary 
salad and dessert the meal w ill be all the more interest¬ 
ing. 

SOUTHERN HAMBURGER PIE 
This recipe uses commeal, part of our common heri¬ 
tage. since com was growing wild on North American 
soil long before the first of our forefathers arrived. 

l pound ground beef 
I large onion, chopped 
One-half green pepper, chopped 
One-fourth cup butter or margarine 

1 can tomato soup 

2 cups water 

l teaspoon salt 

One-half teaspoon black pepper 
I tablespoon chili powder 
1 cup fresh or canned w hole kernel com, drained 

Saute onion and green pepper in skillet in butter. Re¬ 
move and saute the ground beef until it loses its red 
color. Combine the two mixtures and add soup, water, 
corn and seasonings. Mix well and simmer for 20 
minutes. Pour into a greased, oblong casserole dish, 
filling the dish about one-quarter full. Cover with the 
following lopping. 

,» TOPPING 

Three-fourths cup commeal 
l tablespoon flour 
One-half teaspoon salt 
1 tablespoon sugar 

One and one-half teaspoons baking powder 
1 egg, beaten 
One-half cup milk 
1 tablespoon butter or margarine 

Sift dry ingredients together and add beaten egg. 
Add milk and melted butter or margarine. Cover meat 
mixture with topping. Bake in a 100-degree F. oven 20 
minutes or until topping is browned. 

ORIENTAL HAMBURGER PIE 
1 pound ground beef 
1 pound Chinese vegetables 
I envelope (three-fourths ounce) mushroom 
gravy mix 

I or 2 teaspoons soy sauce 
l frozen H- or 9-inch pie shell, baked 
One-half cup Chinese noodles 

Cook beef in large skillet, stirring to crumble. Pour 
off excess fat. Measure liquid from vegetables. Add 
water to make 1 cup. Stir liquid, contents of gravy mix 
envelope, vegetables and soy sauce into meat in skillet. 
Heat to boiling. 

Spoon into pie shell. Sprinkle with Chinese noodles. 
Bake at 100 degrees F. for 10 to 15 minutes.

FLAMING: 

Spirit used 
with caution 

Flaming is the quickest way of evaporating alcohol, 
leaving behind only the essential flavor of the spirit. It 
is particularly helpful if there is no time to simmer 
the alcohol away as usually occurs when one cooks w ith 
liqueurs or other spirits. Restaurants sometimes do 
flambe just for the dramatic look, but the technique has 
more than its theatrical value. 

It is neither difficult nor complicated to flame foods 
at home, so long as you observe the following princi 
pies: 

• There must be sufficient alcohol in the spirit. 
Almost any spirit can be made to flame, but it be 
comes more difficult with lower-proof spirits. You can 
not flame with wine, for example, unless it is forti¬ 
fied with a spirit of higher proof. You may also have 
trouble if the bottle has been open for some time, 
because the alcohol will evaporate and eventually the 
proof w ill be reduced. It’s advisable to start w ith a spirit 
70 proof or higher. 

• Warm the spirit to the point where the alcohol 
begins to vaporize. It can be warmed by setting at the 
back of the stove or holding over low heat such as a can¬ 
dle. 

• Be careful when lighting. Use a long fireplace 
match or taper, and remove nearby combustibles such 
as paper towels. 

• Flame the spirit in a shallow pan. The flat wide 
surface allows more oxygen to reach the flame. 

A final word of advice from the professionals 
practise flaming foods for your family or your private 
pleasure before trying out your act on guests. Rehears 
als pay off in the kitchen as well as on the stage.

Q:—Sometimes, when I am in a rush to prepare 
food for company, Tve pondered on making a cake 
(white, yellow, spice or chocolate) using the one- 
bowl method of combining everything together and 
beating until smooth. 

What would happen if I do this instead of 
following the conventional method involving 
creaming the fat, beating in the eggs and slowly 
adding the dry and liquid ingredients alternately? I 
have tried recipes calling for the easy method and 
although they are not as tasty as my oid convention¬ 
al recipes, the cakes, come out with good texture 
and volume. 

A: — Recipes developed for the one-bowl quick 
mix method work fine because they usually contain 
higher proportions of liquids and sugar. They re¬ 
quire continuous quick and vigorous beating, much 
more so than conventional recipes. 

When your recipe calls for the conventional 
mixing method. I suggest you stick to it. otherw ise 
you might end up with a cake that browns unevenly 
or has a sugary, sticky crust or a coarse and soggy 
texture. Also, if you overbeat to insure smoothness 
of the batter, the cake will be tough. 

Q: — When I make pound cakes and occasional 
chocolate cakes, I can never figure out why some¬ 
times the centre of the cake peaks and the other 
times it sinks in the middle. Also, what causes 
cracking on top? Can you please give some explana¬ 
tion or causes of these failures? 

A:—The general quality of these cakes depends 
also upon the ingredients used, but check these 
guidelines to find the root of your problems: 

Cake falling in the centre: 

• Too much batter in the pan 

• Too thin a batter 

• Too much sugar, leavening or fat 

• Undermixing of the batter 

• Underbaking 

• Too low an oven temperature 

• Moving.the cake while baking 

Cake cracking on top: 

• Too stiff a batter 

• Baking pan is too deep 

• Oven too hot during the first part of bak¬ 
ing. 

Q: — For Christmas, I received 10 pounds of 
French vanilla dark chocolate. My problem is how 
do I use sweetened chocolate in a recipe calling for 
unsweetened chocolate? Or can I? 

A; — Sweet cooking chocolate or semisweet 
chocolate bars or chips are made from unsweetened 
chocolate with sugar, cocoa butter and flavorings 
added. Unsweetened pure chocolate is made from 
chocolate liquor that is molded into 1 -ounce blocks. 
For every ounce of unsweetened chocolate called 
for in a recipe, you may use 3 ounces of semisweet or 
sweetened chocolate and reduce the sugar by 2 to 3 
tablespoons and the shortening by 1 tablespoon. If 
you don’t mind the extra sweetness of the finished 
product, leave the sugar alone. 

Q: — How should new cutting boards be sea¬ 
soned? My old board stinks of garlic, onion and fishy 
smells. How do I get rid of these? 

A: — The best oil to use for seasoning cutting 
boards and other wooden utensils is mineral oil. It is 
tasteless, odorless and does not turn rancid. You 
also can check some gourmet shops for wood 
conditioners. To get rid of odors from the wood, 
wash' the board with a mild detergent and warm 
water, then rub the surface with the cut side of a 
lime or lemon. Or, make a paste of baking soda and 
water and rub well on the surface of the board.

If you don't have a smoke¬ 
house. a smoked flavor may 
still be produced with liquid 
smoke. This is a condensed 
product from natural smoke 
and is available in most gro¬ 
cery stores.

Dilute the 
liquid smoke with a bit of 
water to aid in uniform dis¬ 
tribution of the smoke flavor 
and mix it into the meat just 
before stuffing. 

Pre-cook the smoked sau¬ 
sage in w ater at a simmering 
temperature (1H0 degrees) 
for 10 minutes, or until they 
float.

Kurt Bartall Jr, charged 
with the fatal shooting of 
23-year-old Betty Quinn, said 
he didn't mean any harm. 

“I wasn’t aiming at any¬ 
one,” police said he told 
them. “I was just going down 
the street shooting at walls 
and things.” 

He makes it sound quite 
natural. And, in a nation w ith 
50 million handguns lying 
around, it is. If you’re down 
in the dumps or if you feel 
like celebrating, you grab 
your gun and start shoot¬ 
ing. 

Guns are so commonplace 
that many people think of 
them as noisemakers rather 
than deadly weapons. On 
New Year’s Eve, some Chi 
eago neighborhoods sounded 

like tiring ranffof- At L oafc. 1 IQ 

people were hiT by random 
bullets. And this city has a 
gun-control ordinance. 

Local restrictions won’t 
work without a federal gun

law. But Congress refuses to 
pass one, even though more 
than 80 per cent of the public 
favor federal handgun regis¬ 
tration. 

Even the mention of gun 
control throws Congress into 
a tizzy. It threatened to cut 
$t million from the budget of 
the Bureau of Alcohol, To¬ 
bacco and Firearms until the 
agency swore none of the 
money would be spent on a 
plan to make guns bear 
serial numbers. 

Guns kill 30,000 people a 
year in the United States. 
Many of them would bo alive 
today if handguns like the 
pistol that killed Betty Quinn 
weren’t readily available.

GATINEAU, Que. (CP) — 
The inspiration behind Ber¬ 
nadette and Paul-Emile 
Larouche’s family business 
appeared by accident in 
their backyard in the sum¬ 
mer of 1978. 

They were having a chick¬ 
en barbecue when an unpre¬ 
dicted shower put a damper 
on things. 

Abandoning the barbecue 
for drier surroundings, the 
Larouches left the chicken 
on the grill, believing it was 
ruined. 

When the rain cleared, 
they discovered that while 
the fire was out, smoke was 
still rising furiously from the 
coals. The chicken was 
scorched and looked hope¬ 
lessly inedible. 

But when they removed 
the blackened skin, they dis¬ 
covered a moist, tender 
chicken with a'delicious 
smoky flavor. 

A few months later, an¬ 
other cloud appeared on the 
Larouche horizon—Paul- 
Emile lost his job with the 
public service. 

He began thinking again

about the burnt-out barbe¬ 
cue. 

He recalled tales of how 
his grandmother used to 
smoke a variety of foods 
using methods taught her by 
the Indians in the Temisca- 
mingue area where the fam¬ 
ily had lived. 

The couple remembered, 
too, the Norwegian smoked 
trout they had bought and 
enjoyed some time before, 
but which was out of stock 
when they went to buy 
more. 

They discovered that the 
smoked trout was rarely 
available in Ottawa stores 
and then only frozen. 

The idea began to grow. 
Smoked trout was delicious 
—though not widely known 
among consumers—but 
there was no supply. 

Starting from scratch, 
they studied everything they 
had to know about food 
smoking, with the help of 
booklets, plans and advice 
from Fisheries Canada. 

A Gatineau metal worker 
built them a small (600-by- 


600 centimetre) smoker, 
which they fastened to their 
car and took to outlying 
fields to use for experi¬ 
ments. 

Their experiments taught 
them the best combination of 
wood type, brining time, in¬ 
gredients • and smoking 
time. 

Wrestling with the inevit¬ 
able red tape at every step, 
they located a building in 
Gatineau where they in¬ 
stalled a full-sized smoker, 
also built to order by the 
metal workers from Gatin¬ 
eau. 

It’s a simple enough de¬ 
vice in principle: A smoke 
source—a furnace. 

Attached to the furnace is 
the “smoke house,” a large 
metal oven into which the 
hand-fashioned racks, which 
hold as many as 600 trout at a 
time, are inserted for the 
four- to six-hour smoking 
period. 

For the Larouches. the 
Gatineau location had many 
drawbacks including a lack 
of water. 


That meant all the initial 
preparation of the fish, in¬ 
cluding the salt-and-water 
brining, had to be done at 
home, after which the trout 
were transported to the 
smoke house. 

Last fall, the Larouches 
found the small house they 
needed north of Ottawa, a 
place where they could live 
and at the same time get the 
commercial licence needed 
for their business. 

Mrs. Larouche now does 
most of the preparation and 
the actual smoking of the 
trout. Her husband is on the 
road promoting their prod 
uct, mainly to restaurants. 

Business still is slow, but 
it’s catching on and the 
Larouches are particularly 
proud that Vine’s, an Ottawa 
wine bar, serves their 
smoked trout regularly. 

They were thrilled when 
the bar’s management de 
cided last month to send 
their smoked trout to the 
original Vine’s in Toronto.

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Chinese custom clashes with health standards

EDMONTON (CP; — It is Ken Pennifold’s unyield¬ 
ing belief that hanging cooked meats in store windows is 
unhealthy, even if it has been a Chinese custom for 2,000 
veais. 

Pennifold is Edmonton's chief environmental 
health officer. He has been on a long crusade to protect 
the public from buying potentially dangerous food. 

He is upset about reports that the federal govern¬ 
ment—in the face of intense lobbying by the Chinese 
community—is about to change regulations that require 


perishable foods to be kept at temperatures below 4.5 
degrees or above 60 degrees Celsius. 

A federal health department official said an an 
nouncement expected this week has been delayed 
for a month—until after the Feb. 18 election. 

Exempting Chinese merchants would be “cheap 
politics and I find it bloody disgusting,” Pennifold said 
in an interview. 

“It would appear the law is not the law. Lily-livered, 
weak-kneed politicians are sabotaging health standards 
accepted worldwide.” 


Pennifold was also reacting to a provincial govern¬ 
ment order that the Edmonton board of health delay 
prosecution of three Chinese grocery stores. The stores 
were charged last September with not keeping perish¬ 
able barbecued meats at temperatures that discour¬ 
age bacterial contamination. 

The delay was ordered by the attorney-general's de 
partment pending provincial and federal reviews of 
regulations governing food handling. 

Attorney-General Neil Crawford said Edmonton 
health authorities would be guilty of “highly objection¬ 


able" conduct if they enforce food sanitation regula 
tions against everyone but Chinese grocers. The board 
of health should not give special consideration to anv 
group. 

“I don’t see that it’s open to the board to say it isn’t 
going to enforce (the regulations) against one group," 
Crawford said. 

Social Services Minister Bob Bogle said he will con 
sider federal changes in determining the future of Al¬ 
berta regulations.

This virus lurks in saliva 


Dear Dr. Donohue: My 

doctor says I have cytome¬ 
galovirus. I would like to 
know more about it. He 
didn’t give me information. 
What kind of virus is it? How 
long will it last and what is 
the treatment? How do you 
catch it? My doctor told me 
to rest and that there is no 
medicine for it. — Mrs. 
M.V. 

Let’s take care of that long 
word first. It refers to a 
special kind of virus. “Cyto” 
means cell and “mega” 
means large. It’s called this 
because of the large cells it 
produces during infection. 
This is not really important 
for you to know. 

This virus infection in an 
otherwise healthy person is 
usually harmless, of short 
duration and with few symp¬ 
toms. There may be a slight 
temperature, enlargement 
of lymph nodes and an achy 
feeling—much like flu, in 
fact.

The infection can be seri¬ 
ous if a person’s body de¬ 
fences have been weakened 
by serious illness, like can¬ 
cer. Then it can cause a 
pneumonia that is difficult to 
treat. It can also be trouble¬ 
some in pregnancy. 


Bedrest, as with most viral 
infections, is all that can be 
recommended. There is no 
medicine for it. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: Please 
tell me what Buerger’s dis¬ 
ease is. What causes it and 
what is recommended for It? 
I have this and have had 
tightening of the calf 
muscles. It causes pain. Is it 
a form of hardening of the 
arteries? — V.L. 

Buerger’s disease is in¬ 
flammation of the inner 
walls of the blood vessels, 
chiefly-of those in the hands 
and feet. It is not hardening 
of the arteries. We do not 
know the precise cause, but 
the fact that it fs hardly ever

good clue. It is a disease of 
the 20 to 10 age group, and 
more men than women are 
affected. 

The inflammation causes 
loss of circulation in the ex¬ 
tremities with foot pain 
which sometimes extends to 
the calf. The person with 
Buerger’s must stop all 
smoking, which brings im¬ 
provement in most cases. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: I am HO 
years old and am able to do 
all my housework. But my 


legs swell so every day, 
especially around the 
ankles. Do I need water 
pills? What causes the swell¬ 
ing? I noticed that in the 
morning the swelling is not 
there. — Mrs. E.L. 

You must find why your 
ankles are swelling. It may 
be a simple problem, like 
poor flow of blood back to the 
heart from the veins in your 
legs. It may mean a more 
important problem with 
your heart. 

The symptom cannot be 
treated until the cause is 
found. Ankle swelling often 
disappears after a night’s 
rest because the fluid is dis¬ 
tributed to other areas of the 
body. The same thing would 
happen if you found an hour 
or two during the day to lie 
down and rest from your 
housework. You may very 
well need water pills, which 
are often used for edema. 
However, you should not use 
them unless you have been 
examined and they have 
been prescribed. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: I am 
82. An X-ray reveals I have a 
calcium deposit that causes 
me constant though bearable 
pain. Would exercise of the 
right arm in pingpong, which 
brings pain, eventually re¬ 
move the troublesome cal- 
ciu m in the joint? — 
Mr.J.W. 

Exercise will not remove 
calcium. Steroid injections 
help alleviate the problems 
caused by the calcium. Re¬ 
moval must be by surgery, 
when needed.

Cap’s off the details 
of beer tab increase

The provincial government confirmed 
Tuesday what industry officials said ear¬ 
lier—beer prices are going up on Friday. 

James Nielsen, minister of consumer 
and corporate affairs, said in a news re¬ 
lease beer was going up 50 cents a dozen in 
the liquor stores, but the new prices would 
apply only to products received in the 
liquor stores on or after Friday. 

The new price will be $5.70 a dozen, 
including a 60 cent deposit on the 1Z 
bottles. Beer parlors will be permitted to 
increase the price of draft beer by a 
maximum of five cents a glass. 

Neilsen said the new prices reflected 
general cost increases incurred by the 
breweries. 


The price of a quarter litre glass of 
beer, which now ranges from 45 to 55 cents, 
will go to 50 to 60 cents in most premises 
Nielsen also said operators who had up¬ 
graded their premises could apply for an 
additional increase of five cents a glass to 
a maximum of 65 cents. 

Bottled beer will cost up to 10 cents 
more in hotels, pubs and cabarets, up to a 
maximum off $1.25 a bottle. 

Nielsen said the increases were the 
maximum permitted. Some premises 
might charge less depending on their com¬ 
petitive position. 

The price of off-premise sales of regu 
lar bottled beer may be increased by 55 
cents a dozen to a maximum of $7.25, 
including sales tax and bottle deposit

This negative form does repel 
many moderns, who would prefer to be 
pointed positively toward some goal, 
rather than prohibited from some 
forms of action. But if one gives the 
matter a little thought, it becomes 
clear that the negative actually gives 
us far more freedom than the positive. 
It is relatively easy to know the 
things we should not do, for these 
encompass large categories of be 
havior—stealing, lying, coveting, and 
so forth. It is much harder to know the 
things we should do, for these are sin 
gular and specific acts, depending 
upon changing circumstances, and 
calling for individual judgment.

The Old Testament sages recog¬ 
nized that it is impossible to draw up a 
code of positive behavior that would 
cover all situations, all contingencies, 
all relationships. There is simply no 
way to determine beforehand—and 
so, in a sense, the patriarchs antici 
paled the modern theological notion of 
“situation ethics.” 

The most a moral code can do, 
realistically, is to delineate the broad 
areas in which we harm others and 
ourselves, and to proscribe such con¬ 
duct in general form. But even these 
have exceptions—St. Thomas con¬ 
doned stealing if it became essential to 
keep one’s family from starving. 

In fact, the flaw in what has be¬ 
come known as the “Golden Rule” is 
its positive form, “Do unto others as 
you would have them do unto you.” It 
w as better and earlier expressed in the 


negative, “Do not do unto others 
what you would not have them do unto 
you.” This makes much more psycho¬ 
logical sense in terms of respecting 
the integrity of other people and not 
forcing Our views or ways upon them. 

Prohibitions are guidelines on a 
moral map: they mark out precipices 
and swamplands and other dangers 
that we traverse at our peril. They do 
not tell us which routes to take—for 
there are many—but which to avoid. A 
so-called “positive” code would be far 
more repressive and restrictive, forc¬ 
ing us to take one approved route 
only. 

What we call the “Ten Command 
ments” have been poorly translated; 
their original name is the “Ten 
Words” or “Ten Sayings." They do noi 
command as much as they warn, with 
the same negative brevity as a sign 
saying “No Smoking” next to a gas 
tank.

Finance Minister Hugh 
Curtis said Tuesday he will 
likely present his first bud¬ 
get to the B.C. Legislature on 
March 10. 

Curtis, a former municipal 
affairs minister and provin¬ 
cial secretary appointed to 
the finance post last Novem¬ 
ber, is expected to bring 
down a budget which will 
exceed the $5 billion mark 
for the first time. 

In the past, the Social 
Credit government has fol¬ 
lowed a practice of underes- 
timating revenue and 
overestimating expendi¬ 
ture. 

Curtis said he would most 
likely bring down the budget 
at 3 p.m. March 10, but said it 
could also be presented to 
the Legislature March 7. 

“I'll be ready for either 
day,” he said. ‘‘I haven’t 
finalized it yet.” 

The Social Credit govern¬ 
ment has ended each fiscal 
year wittf, a surplus since 
coming to power in 1975. 

In its first complete year it 
had a surplus of $76 million. 
In 1977-78 the surplus was 
$110 million and in 1978-79, 
$214 million. 

The surplus for the current 
year, ending March 31, is 
expected to be about $200 
million. 

Curtis would not advance 
details of the budget but the 
government is expected to 
re-announce its dental care 
program promised last 
year.

Trustees going it alone 


The Greater Victoria school board will pull out of 
the Greater Victoria Labor Relations Association and 
begin its own negotiations with its non-teaching em¬ 
ployees in 1981, the board decided Monday night. 

Withdrawing from the association will save the board 
about $30,000 a year, and should improve labor rela¬ 
tions between the school board and its two CUPE locals, 
school board chairman Carol Pickup said. Mrs. Pickup has 
suggested throughout the two years she has been on the 
board that the district should take a hard look at its 
membership in the association. 

ALTHOUGH THE DECISION was approved by the 
board at an in camera meeting Monday night, the board w ill 
not be able to withdraw from the GVLRA immediately. The 
GVLRA bylaws require three months notice, and the 
B.C. Labor Code permits withdrawing from such an 
organization only in the fourth and fifth months of a 
contract. 

Since the board signed its contract with its CUPE em¬ 
ployees last June, the time has passed for the board to 


apply to the Labor Relations Board to be taken out of the 
GVLRA for the 1980 salary bargaining. 

THE APPLICATION IS STILL subject to the approval of 
the LRB, and the school board will be observing closely a 
similar situation in Nanaimo, where the school board 
has applied to the LRB to leave the embrace of the 
Mid-Island Public Employers Association, Mrs. Pickup 
said. 

“One of the arguments advanced (by MIPEA) up there 
was that it was working so well down here,” Mrs. 
Pickup said Tuesday. 

THE GREATER VICTORIA School Board is the only 
school board in the GVLRA, and its relations with its staff 
have deteriorated under the association. Mrs. Pickup said. 

School district employees have become alienated, and 
administrative staff have had to spend considerable 
amounts of time on labor relations desspite the GVLRA's 
involvement, she said. 

Teachers are not affected by the move, as the board 
has always negotiated independently with them. 


Refugee sponsor tries 
drop after Christmas 


The number of new grqpp^ signing 
up to sponsor Indo-Chinese refugees 
has dropped since the beginning of the 
year, indicating that the Christmas 
spirit may wane quickly in Greater 
Victoria, a spokesman for the Refugee 
Aid Centre said Tuesday. 

Stu Beaveridge said the pace of ap¬ 
plications from sponsoring groups was 
about four a week last summer, and 
about two each week for most of the 
fall. Since Christmas, however, only 
— > ua naa been ■ — 

“We need about one new group a 
week," Beaveridge said. Those new 
groups, combined with groups that 
sponsor an additional family after the 
first family becomes independent, 
could keep a steady pace of refu 
gees flowing into the area, Beaveridge 
said. 

Beaveridge said the over all re¬ 
sponse from Victorians had been 
good. 

At present, 83 sponsoring groups are 


on the list, and about half of them have 
already received about 180 refugees. 
Other groups have been waiting for up 
to four months to get their families, 
Beaveridge said. He estimated that 
about 450 refugees would eventually 
come to the area. 

Immigration spokesman Jerry El¬ 
liott said the number of sponsoring 
groups in Victoria compared well with 
other parts of the country. One reason 
for the delay in getting families to 
tr ave l 

season, which took all the available 
charter aircraft. Since January, how¬ 
ever, flights had resumed, he said. 

Beaveridge said the availability of 
sponsoring groups would ensure a bet¬ 
ter transition for refugee families. 

“When they come into the re-sett- 
lemenl camps they're generally 
healthy, but in the camps they are 
exposed to many diseases. The faster 
we can get them out of there the 
better.”

Coast beefup plan ‘weird’ 


SALISBURY (UPI) — Bishop Abel Mu¬ 
zorewa, head of the former Rhodesian 
government, angrily denounced the Brit¬ 
ish-negotiated peace agreement Tuesday, 
saying he had entered a partnership with 
“crooks supported by crooks.” 

Muzorewa also lashed out at Rajeshwar 
Da.vaf of India, the leader of a Common¬ 
wealth election team that will monitor next 
month’s independence elections, calling 
him a “cancerously biased man.” 

Muzorewa’s anger was apparently 
touched off by a five-day election tour of 
Manicaland, the country’s eastern high¬ 
lands. He said he found repeated instances 
of intimidation of his supporters by guer¬ 
rillas loyal to his two socialist rivals to 
become his nation’s first, post-indepen¬ 
dence prime minister, Robert Mugabe 
and Joshua Nkonio. 

Mugabe and Nkomo conducted guerril¬ 


la war against the Salisbury government 
before the London peace treaty, while Mu¬ 
zorewa led the last biracial government 
of the breakaway British colony with ap 
overwhelming black majority. 

“I feel like I entered a business with 
crooks as partners in this cease-fire busi¬ 
ness,” Muzorewa said. “The crooks are 
supported by crooks.” 

Muzorewa’s criticism of Dayal was 
prompted by a statement from the Com¬ 
monwealth observer team, which critic¬ 
ized auxiliary security forces loyal to Mu¬ 
zorewa but did not mention Mugabe’s and 
Nkomo’s guerrillas. 

Muzorewa said that if Dayal was in¬ 
volved in determining whether next 
month’s elections were free and fair, “I’m 
not going to accept the verdict from 
him.” —

“For over a year we’ve 
constantly been told there’s 
nothing wrong with the coast 
guard capability, but now 
the heat’s on they come up 
with this plan,” he said. 

Mazankowski told a Van¬ 
couver news conference the 
first five-year phase of the 
program would cost $250 
million. 

The minister said there 
had been a deterioration of 
coast guard equipment and a 
lack of attention to renewing 
the coast guard fleet. 


Volunteer coast guard res¬ 
cue agent Dr. Robert Somer¬ 
ville of Campbell River said 
the announcement was win¬ 
dow dressing, and would not 
mean any increase in coast 
guard facilities. 

“All they’ve done is taken 


the coast guard budget and 
projected it over the next 30 
years. This could change 
with the next government,” 
he said. 

Somerville said he would 
like to know what had hap¬ 


pened to the $40 million the 
Trudeau government pro¬ 
mised three years ago for 
upgrading search and rescue 
equipment. 

“Most of the money for 
replacement of ships will be 
going to the other coast, not 


the West Coast,” he said. 

Transport ministry re¬ 
gional director Herb Bu¬ 
chanan confirmed Somer¬ 
ville’s fears. The budget had 
been projected over a 30- 
year period and did not cover 
any additional equipment.

B.C. finds a Place 
in Bennett’s dream 


VANCOUVER (CP) — Premier 
Bennett threw a breakfast party 
Tuesday, then asked his big busi¬ 
ness guests to help pick up the tab 
for his dream called British Co¬ 
lumbia Place. 

Bennett told the 500 guests that 
the provincial government will 
build a $100 million amphitheatre 
recommended in a report last 
month. But that’s only the tip of 
the iceberg. 

The premier unveiled plans for a 
much bigger project, involving the 
redevelopment of the False Creek 
area of Vancouver, but didn’t put a 
price tag on his dream. 

He made an impassioned plea to 
the who’s-who gathering from 
business for participation by the 
private sector, hopefully through a 


tax-deductibility scheme like the 
system used in Montreal to help 
finance Expo 67. 

Bennett hopes to attract at least 
50-per-cent financing from the fed¬ 
eral government through obtain¬ 
ing an international exposition in 
1986. It would be called Transpo 86, 
involving a salute to the transpor¬ 
tation world on the 100th anniver¬ 
sary of the city and the cen¬ 
tennial of the arrival of the first 
train on the West Coast. 

“We’re giving the total commit¬ 
ment of the British Columbia gov¬ 
ernment, both in initiating this 
project and to its completion," 
said Bennett. 

“I would expect that British Co¬ 
lumbia and Vancouver would re¬ 
ceive the same (federal) treat¬ 


ment that Montreal did in their 
exciting international exposition 
in 1967.” 

The premier said a committee 
would be named by cabinet later 
this week to proceed with getting 
the amphitheatre project under 
way, including negotiations with 
Marathon Realty, the real estate 
arm of Canadian Pacific and 
holders of the vital 40-acre land 
parcel in False Creek. 

The report recommended the 
False Creek site in preference to 
the Pacific National Exhibition, 
which'now contains an outdated 
stadium built for the 1954 Brit¬ 
ish Empire Games.

Liberal leader Pierre Tru¬

His ministry later is¬ 
sued a brief statement say¬ 
ing it was asking Canada for 
an explanation. 

Reacting to the escape, 
one of the students guarding 
the American hostages said: 
“That’s illegal. That’s ille¬ 
gal.” 

Taylor and the three staff 
members who remained 
with him from a normal 
complement of 18 helped the 
Americans escape with Ca¬ 
nadian passports when Ot¬ 
tawa decided to temporarily 
close the Tehran embassy 
Monday. 

Clark, MacDonald and 
others said the four U.S.

ficials and two wives sought 
sanctuary in the embassy 
just after revolutionary Ira¬ 
nian students seized the U.S. 
embassy Nov. 4. 

The Americans stayed in 
staff quarters attached to 
the building’s consular of¬ 
fice.

ST. PETERSBURG, Fla. (AP) — 
Divers investigating the shattered hull 
of a sunken U.S. Coast Guard cutter 
for 17 missing crew members found no 
lifesaving air pockets and “the chances 
of finding anybody alive are not good,” 
authorities said late Tuesday. 

Another six crew members were 
known dead in the Monday night colli¬ 
sion of the 60-metre cutter Blackthorn 
and the 202-metre tanker S.S. Capri¬ 
corn. 

Rescuers saved 27 of the cutter’s 50 
crew members. Some were found 
clinging to pilings of the Sunshine Sky¬ 
way bridge, which crosses the en¬ 
trance to Tampa Bay. 

Divers had spent the day working 
cautiously from compartment to com¬ 
partment in the cutter, lying on its side 
in about 10 metres of water. Author¬ 
ities hoped some of the missing sea¬ 
men might have survived by find-

ing pockets of air trapped inside the 
hull. 

Coast guard Capt. Marshal Gilbert 
said at a late afternoon briefing that 
the cause of the wreck has not been 
pinpointed but added there is “nothing 
to indicate” the cutter was at fault. He 
did not blame the tanker either. The 
tanker, which ran aground, did not 
spill any oil but fuel leaked from the 
cutter. 

“It rolled and straightened up,” 
one crew member said from a hospital 
bed. “Then it started rolling again and 
it started to go over. I could see 
the people sliding off. There was noth¬ 
ing to hold on to. I couldn’t believe how 
cold it was in the water or the stink 
of the fuel." 

About 20 crew members were re¬ 
ported asleep below decks when the 
collision occurred. Some told of fight¬ 
ing their way out through flooded pas¬ 
sageways.

Fake medic aided 
accuser in births

The man who posed as a 
medical doctor at Alert Bay 
for the last 10 weeks assist¬ 
ed the doctor who questioned 
his medical competence in 
two caesarean births, the ad¬ 
ministrator of St. George’s 
Hospital said Tuesday. 

Robert Wilkinson said Ro¬ 
berto Enrique Trujillo, 41, 
known to residents of Alert 
Bay as Dr. Robert Rifleman, 
assisted veteran Alert Bay 
physician Dr. .Tack Pickup in 
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two major operations, and 
alone performed “about a 
dozen minor surgical proce¬ 
dures.” 

Trujillo, arrested Friday 
and charged with imperson¬ 
ating the real Rifleman, a 
general practitioner now liv¬ 
ing in Wisconsin, ended his 
life—and the masquerade- 
early Sunday when he broke 
his glasses and slit a major 
neck artery. He performed 
the final piece of surgery in a 
Port Hardy police cell. 

Pickup, who last year was 
found negligent in the death 
of an 11-year-old Nimpkish 
Band Indian girl, sparked an 
investigation by the B.C. 
College of Physicians and 
Surgeons which led to the 
imposter being uncovered 
bec-ause of “nagging 
doubts” about the man’s 
competence and expertise. 

“I never received com¬ 
plaints from patients. No one 
ever came to me with a hint 
or suggestion about his 
qualifications,” Wilkinson 
said in an interview. 

“Some of his patients 
seemed to think he was ex¬ 
cellent. As for his work in the 
hospital, we had no com¬ 
plaints. 

“I took exception to some 
of the statements he was 
making dealing with ethical 
matters, but other than that I 
had no qualms about the 
man,” Wilkinson said. 

The administrator said a 
report that the bogus doctor 
had performed major sur¬ 
gery was untrue. 

“I have a list of all the 
operations he was involved 
with. He assisted Dr. Pickup 
and Dr. Avery (a PQrt 
McNeill physician) in two 
major operations.” 

He also removed a cyst, 
reset a broken nose, and 
treated cuts and bruises. 

Meanwhile, federal health 
authorities are trying to .find 
a second doctor for the 1,800 
residents of the community 
on Cormorant Island off 
northern Vancouver Island.

Wedlidi Speck said the band

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Alberni area fears chemical spills

PORT ALBERNI — The 
directors of the Alberni- 
Clayoquot Regional District 
have continued to express 
concern over the possibility 
of accidental contamination 
of the area by dangerous 
chemicals, notably chlorine, 
which are shipped by rail 
into the MacMillan Bloedel 
pulp mill. 


On this occasion the dis¬ 
cussions were prompted by a 
letter from the Port Alberni 
and District Labor Council, 
noting that while the evacua¬ 
tion of a quarter of a million 
residents in Mississauga, 
Ont., was caused by leakage 
from a single rail car of chlo¬ 
rine, requirements at the 
pulp mill call for shipment 
and storage of more chlo¬ 
rine than was used in “all the 


gas attacks of the First 
World War.” 

It called for the district to 
pass “stringent bylaws” co¬ 
vering the shipment of the 
chemical within the district 
boundaries and its storage 
and handling at the mill 
site. 

The letter also queried just 
what contingency plans were 
in effect in the event of a 
major chlorine leak. 


Labor council president 
Walter Behn was present at 
the meeting to add to the 
contents of the letter. 

Behn said that as far as he 
was concerned, a major spill 
of chlorine within the city 
would cause “all hell to 
break loose,” since if there 
was a contingency plan in 
effect, he did not think the 
public was aware of it and 
would not know what action

North Island College adds 
variety of course projects

COMOX — North Island College has added to its 
wide variety of program offerings with another first 
in the field of post-secondary education. 

The 160-foot ocean-going motor tug Samarinda 
has been presented as a gift to the college, allowing 
NIC to proceed with an expanded program in the sea 
environment. 

the Samarinda will make educational history 
when her conversion to a mobile sea going college 
centre is completed. 

A contract has been awarded to B.C. “Marine 
Shipbuilders for $189,922, which will cover renova¬ 
tions. 

North Island College has educational centres 
ranging from Bella Coola to Barkley Sound, includ- 
ing UjjjBiobile educational vans and at present the 
use onmnistry of forests’ ship Surveyor. 

THE COLLEGE IS COMPLETELY open and is 
a pioneer in distributed educational services, hav¬ 
ing no central campus. 

It is one of 14 regional colleges in B.C. The NIC 
mandate was to provide educational services to a 
population resident throughout the bays and inlets 
of more than half the province’s coastline. 

The Samarinda will offer an important new 
dimension to the college’s ability to serve the people 
residing in its vast and often-isolated areas. 

The ship has an all-weather capacity and the 
ability to support a wider range of academic and 
vocational training, thus providing a greater vari¬ 
ety of programs and courses for a larger number of 
people. 

The ship will also allow the college to enjoy 
flexibility in responding to training needs. 

THIS CONTRASTS TO A CAMPUS of fixed size 
and location and will save the costs of equipment 
being duplicated to a scattered population. 

North Island College programs are designed to 
complement conventional educational delivery sys¬ 
tems. 

The new ship facility will contribute to this 
service in a major way, by concentrating on prepar- ^ 
atory instruction leading to specialized training 
within industry at more central facilities. 

Secondary use will include situational training 
of a basic job entry level relating to galley, deck and 
mechanical functions while the vessel is travelling 
between ports. 

Fishing skills training is also planned, including 
fish-finding with electronic aids and fish-harvesting 
related to anticipated fisheries operations within 
the 200-mile fisheries management zone, in co-op¬ 
eration with the federal department of fisheries and 
oceans. 

THE SAMARINDA HAS A HISTORY which 
would make an engaging tale, if she could talk. • 

Her life began in 1950 when her keel was laid in 
Japan, ready for life to begin as one of the last-gen¬ 
eration whalers. 

These vessels, some of which were built in 
Norway, shared a common general layout and 
design, permitting very high speed of 18 knots to be 


combined with excellent sea-keeping, uniquely re¬ 
quired to catch whales throughout the world’s 
oceans. 

When whales became increasingly protected by 
international agreements from the mid-sixties, the 
whaling ships suddenly became obsolete before 
their time. 

At that time Samarinda was owned by B.C. 
Packers and called Westwhale 9, and she and her 
sister ships were then laid up. 

WESTWHALE 9 WAS RENAMED Samarinda 
and converted to an ocean-going tug by her new 
owners in 1971. 

Capt. Arthur Gallant, now a seasonal instructor 
with NIC, took the ship to Singapore with a barge in 
tow, shortly after the conversion. 

He recalls that Samarinda was the best seaboat 
he had sailed in. 

Based in Singapore, the ship earned her keep for 
a short while while towing specialized barges 
throughout the Orient. 

The Samarina returned to Vancouver about 
1974. Later that year she was moored in New 
Orleans, the subject of an ownership dispute. 

By early spring of 1976, she steamed unevent¬ 
fully back to Vancouver. 

Her 2,000- horsepower diesel was running per¬ 
fectly and her auxiliaries were newly-overhauled. 

However, by then there were more tugs than 
work and once again Samarinda began another 
lay-up, but one of the most interesting parts of her 
# life was still ahead. 

MEANWHILE, IN CAMPBELL RIVER, NIC 

has the Motor Vessel Surveyor on loan from the 
department of forests. 

She is acting as a floating classroom for the 
college’s fishing-deckhand skills courses.

Meantime in Courtenay, a skipper-watchkeeper 
course is underway under Capt. W. Frame. 

Capt. Frame, along with Capt. Art Peplo and 
Capt. Barber, train men and women in the sea-en¬ 
vironment skills. 

Peplow and Barber recently returned from 
taking courses at the College of Fisheries in New¬ 
foundland, where they enrolled in a course devoted 
to marine emergency duties. 

These skills were taught at workshops up and 
down the coast during the training cruise of the 
Surveyor.

Japan roe firms 
near bankruptcy 



Japanese companies importing large 
amounts of herring roe from Canada are 
on the verge of bankruptcy, says a Jan. 16 
article in English-language The Japan 
Times . 

The article appears to contradict state¬ 
ments made last week by spokesmen for 
Oakland Fisheries Ltd. in Victoria and the 
United Fishermen and Allied Workers’ 
Union. 

Gordon Davies, production manager of 
Oakland, said last week that reports about 
a pqpsiimpr haycotl of herrimfrme m J apan. 
are an attempt by Japanese buyers to 
drive the price down. George Hewison of 
the UFAWU said he understood prices 
were stable in Japan. 

However, the article says consumers 
have hesitated buying herring roe (kazun- 
oko), a favorite New Year’s dish, because 
of high retail prices which rose from 706 
yen in late 1978 to as high as 2,096 yen per 
100 grams in late 1979.

unless the Soviets pull out of 
Afghanistan. 

Chile became the first Latin 
American nation to declare an 
official boycott Tuesday 
night. 

But the Canadian decision 
may depend on the outcome of 
Canada’s elections next month 
in which Prime Minister Joe 
Clark could be replaced by 
Liberal leader Pierre Tru¬ 
deau, who may have different 
views. 

The governments of Britain 
and Australia — two tradition¬ 
al allies — have announced 
they, too, support the boycott. 
But their national Olympics 


committes point out that they, 
not the governments, must 
make that decision. And both 
committes are inclined to at¬ 
tend the Games. 

Japan will decide by Feb. 10, 
the opening day of the Inter¬ 
national Olympic Committee 
meeting in Lake Placid, N.Y. 
Japan has said it cannot let the 
Russians tamper with other 
nations because it would dis¬ 
rupt international order. 

West Germany says it will 
do whatever the majority of 
Europeans decide. Switzer¬ 
land has made no decision, but 
is leaning against a boycott. 


BOSTON (AP) — Boston Bruins 
president Paul A. Mooney announced 
Tuesday he has fined general man¬ 
ager Harry Sinden $2,500 for his com¬ 
ments concerning disciplinary actions 
against the team by National Hockey 
League president John Ziegler. 

“I feel that his personal attacks on 
president Ziegler have done a disser¬ 
vice both to the Bruins, the NHL and 
its member clubs,” said Mooney. 
“Harry and 1 agree his comments 
were uncalled for.” 

Mooney’s decision was the latest 
action taken in connection with a 
brawl last month at New York’s Madi¬ 
son Square Garden. 

Ziegler suspended three Bruins for 
leaving the ice and fighting in the 
stands with fans following a Dec. 23 
game with the Rangers. Ziegler took 


the action against Terry O’Reilly, 
Peter McNab and Mike Milbury. 

“This is not to say that we agree 
with Ziegler’s decisions,” said Moon 
ey. “However, we cannot condone this 
type of comment from a member of 
this organization.” 

Mooney’s move came on the eve of 
an NHL board of governors meeting 
scheduled for today in Chicago. The 
panel will hear an appeal from the 
Bruins. 

Sinden was outspoken in his criti¬ 
cism of Ziegler following the league 
president’s action last Friday. 

Sinden called the league president a 
“rat,” compared him to a Russian 
czar and inferred that Ziegler took the 
action to take pressure off the league 
and Madison Square Garden in a $7 
million lawsuit filed by fans involved 
in the fight.

THE GREENWING PROGRAM is designed to instill an 
appreciation for the world of waterfowl habitat conservation 
among youngsters across North America. Membership is

Shy and polite, the young 
man approaches the regis¬ 
tration desk. 

He wears glasses. His

“Excuse me,” goes his 
inquiry. “Is this where you 
sign up for the fights?” 

“You got it. Name?” 

“Reddick, Gerry Red¬ 
dick,” is the reply. “Put 
me down as a middleweight. 
But register me as Mack 
Truck.” 

On fight night, a novice, in 
the ring only to experience 
So You Wanna Fight, 
prances nervously. 

He hears the announcer: 

‘And in this comah, wear¬ 
ing red trunks, from the Ca¬ 
nadian Coast Guard: Mack 
Truck.” 

From the corridor swoops 
a dancing marionette, hood¬ 
ed and robed. Once in the 
ring it’s obvious. Mild-man¬ 
nered Gerry Reddick has 
changed. y 

Off comes the hood to re¬ 
veal a glistening black skull. 
A tiny waist expands into 
tree-trunk torso and heavi¬ 
ly-muscled arms. 

Mack Truck, sans spec¬ 
tacles, is ready. His oppo¬ 
nent, suddenly queasy, 
wishes he was somewhere 
else, anywhere. This is 
more, far more, than he 
bargained for. 

“Psychology,” Gerry 
Reddick giggled in the quiet 
of a Caledonia St. apart¬ 
ment. “I use it all the time. 
The glasses, the hood. They 
all work in my favor. 

“When I take off that hood 
the other guy slumps down a 
bit. The last thing he expects 
to face is this big, black 
baldheaded dude.” 

Psychology’s one thing. 
But it’s not what has Seattle 
and Vancouver fight promot¬ 
ers drooling over and scram¬ 
bling after Mack Truck. 

“He’s a natural,” they 
chortle in unison. One, the 
story goes, laid $100,000 in 
Truck’s palm and said “take 
it, it’s yours.” 

Truck (the tag came from 
one of his nine brothers in 
Halifax, after an unauth¬ 
orized joyride in his father’s 
pickup) said no. The deal 
included a 10-year exclusive 
contract with the agent, with 
the same picking up 45 per 
cent of future takes. 

Another, Joe Toro of Seat¬ 
tle, offered him a standard 
contract, five years with 
33% per cent going to the 
promoter. “Uh-uh,” said 
Mack. “I’m waiting for a 
better deal.” 

For a guy with just two pro 
fights under his 27-inch belt, 
Truck has already had con¬ 
versations with some big- 
timers, including two with 
legendary Angelo Dundee. 
Dundee said he would keep 
an eye on Truck’s progress, 
advising him to build a local 
following. 

He’s doing it. The flamboy 
ant slugger with the devas¬ 
tating jab has grabbed the 
imagination of fight people 
here and on the mainland. 
Vancouver columnists and 
TV people have noticed. He’s 
a phenom. 

That status will remain in¬ 
tact at least until Thursday 
night, when Mack Truck 
fights again, at the PNE 
Gardens in Vancouver. He 
shares top billing with an¬ 
other new pro, heavyweight 
Gord Racette of lacrosse 
fame. 

Truck’s opponent will be 
Danny Kirk of Portland. 
Toro says this seasoned for¬ 


mer amateur will give the 
largely untested Truck his 
toughest scrap yet. 

“Mack should destroy 
him,” Toro solemnly adds. 

A former Nova Scotia 
sprjnting champion and star 
running back at Queen Eliza¬ 
beth High in Halifax, Gerry 
Reddick came west while 
stationed aboard the Coast 
Guard buoy ship Narwhal. 

He landed in Victoria last 
April and heard about a So 
You Wanna Fight card at 
Memorial Arena. 

“I was kind of a loudmouth 
on ship,” Truck grinned. He 
grins a lot. “I’d see two 
guys arguin’, and I’d chal¬ 
lenge them. I'd laugh at 
them, tellin’ them I could 


whip them both. 

“So my buddies told me to 
put up or shut up. But I’d 
never been in a ring before.” 

At this, a listener raised an 
eyebrow. After witnessing 
Truck’s one-man demolition 
derby at Memorial Arena’s 
SYWF (Mack won the 
middleweight division with 
three fast KO’s), he couldn’t 
believe Mack, wasn’t a ring¬ 
er, and once said so in print. 

“It’s God’s truth. The only 
fights I was in were with my 
brothers. Man, you had to 
fight in our family.” 

Anyway, Truck’s pals got 
him to sign up. Few oppo¬ 
nents dared face him in sub¬ 
sequent SYWF-type events 
and Vancouver promoter 


Jack MacLaughlin urged 
Truck to turn pro. 

Despite his lack of back 
ground, he did. He hasn’t lost 
yet. His latest bout, in Seat 
tic last wgek, lasted less than 
a round. 

Now, few pros want to try 
him. Kirk signed only after 
another fighter decided 
Truck was hazardous to his 
health. 

Mack Truck is built like 
one. His height (five-foot- 
nine) and weight (160) are 
deceptive, mere figures on a 
page. In person, he looks like 
he could transform the Nar¬ 
whal to scrap with a right 
cross. 

“Yeah, I keep in shape. 
Don't smoke, don’t drink. I 


run a lot and chop wood out 
at Emery Barnes' place in 
Metchosin.” 

Want pushups? See Truck. 
He plays a card game in 
which each digit represents 
a pusnup — two for a deuce, 
13 for a Jack and so on. He 
counts the deck by pushups 
(There are 352 in a pack. 
Truck swears it). 

Mack Truck is expected to 
again display his wares in 
Victoria, his adopted base, 
sometime after the appoint 
ment of a pro boxing com¬ 
mission which is expected to 
be established within weeks. 

He’s aiming for the Cana 
dian title and beyond. Local 
fight experts believe he has 
an honest shot.

He can hit. Nobody dis¬ 
putes that. But can he take a 
punch? 

“I know I can. I fought 
Tommy Boyce (Vancouver 
based veteran pro who hud 
his comeback plans aborted 
by Truck) and he hit me 
harder than I’ve ever been 
hit. He knocked me down. 

“But I came back and put 
him away.” 

By the way. There’s an 
other young fighter in town. 
Bigger, heavier than Mack 
Truck, he’ll be in Mack's 
corner Thursday night. 

He's Truck's sparring 
partner and confidante. Like 
Truck, he wants to be a pro 
fighter.

Save burial site 


Indian past eroding, 
Hanson warns Wolfe 


Gordon Hanson (NDP— 
Victoria) has asked Provin¬ 
cial Secretary Evan Wolfe to 
take strong measures to pro¬ 
tect an ancient Indian burial 
site near Bella Coola. 

In a letter to the minister, 
Hanson says there are 10,000 
recorded archeological and 
historic sites in B.C., but 
“only about 10 per cent are 
now completely intact or un¬ 
disturbed. The remaining 90 
per cent... are partially or 
completely obliterated.” 

The burial site Hanson is 
seeking to protect lies be¬ 
tween Bella Bella and Bella 
Coola, and is earmarked for 


logging by Crown Zeller- 
bach. 

During a recent survey of 
the potential logging area, a 
ceremonial box containing 
the remains of what is be¬ 
lieved to be a chiefs son was 
found in Hole in the Wall 
Valley on King Island, about 
70 kilometres from Bella 
Coola. 

The surveyors asked the 


Bella Coola Indian band to 
remove the box and the re¬ 
mains, but band elders voted 
against such a move. They 
said the area was a sacred 
burial ground and that seven 
or eight similar coffins were 
in the area. 

Crown Zellerbach officials 
said they were applying for a 
logging permit in the area, 
and had made offers to the 


Cap’s off the details 
of beer tab increase

The provincial government confirmed 
Tuesday what industry officials said ear¬ 
lier—beer prices are going up on Friday. 

James Nielsen, minister of consumer 
and corporate affairs, said in a news re¬ 
lease beer was going up 50 cents a dozen in 
the liquor stores, but the new prices would 
apply only to products received in the 
liquor stores on or after Friday. 

The new price will be $5.70 a dozen, 
including a 60-cent deposit on the 12 
bottles. Beer parlors will be permitted to 
increase the price of draft beer by a 
maximum of five cents a glass. 

Neilsen said the new prices reflected 
general cost increases incurred by the 
breweries. 


The price of a quarter litre glass of 
beer, which now ranges from 45 to 55 cents, 
will go to 50 to 60 cents in most premises. 
Nielsen also said operators who had up¬ 
graded their premises could apply for an 
additional increase of five cents a glass to 
a maximum of 65 cents. 

Bottled beer will cost up to 10 cents 
more in hotels, pubs and cabarets, up to a 
maximum of $1.25 a bottle. 

Nielsen said the increases were the 
maximum permitted. Some premises 
might charge less depending on their com¬ 
petitive position. 

The price of off-premise sales of regu¬ 
lar bottled beer may be increased by 55 
cents a dozen to a maximum of $7.25, 
including sales tax and bottle deposit.

“Our older people do not 
believe in moving the dead,” 
band spokesman Edward 
Moody said. ‘‘It is against 
their laws.” 

Hanson has entered the 
fight on behalf of the band, 
asking that “every effort be 
made” to protect the Bella 
Coola burial site. “The speed 
at which our province is los¬ 
ing information about the 
10,000 years of human his¬ 
tory prior to European con¬ 
tact is an international dis¬ 
grace,” he said. 

“Now that we have lost 
most of the early heritage 
sites in Vancouver, Victoria, 
Kamloops and other urban 
areas in the province as a 
result of development, sure¬ 
ly priority must be given 
to affording full protection 
to those sites still intact in 
British Columbia.” 

Wolfe received the letter 
Tuesday and is expected to 
respond within the next few 
days.

Students’ 
Russia 
journey 
up in air 

A 10 day trip to Russia; 
and $25,000 in non-ref und- 
able fees, is up in the air for 
21- Stelly’s high school stu¬ 
dents while the Saanich 
school board attempts to de¬ 
termine how the trip fits into 
Canadian foreign policy. 

The school board voted un¬ 
animously Monday night to 
ask Education Minister 
Brian Smith to determine 
from the external affairs de¬ 
partment whether the trip, 
planned since September, 
would be permitted to go 
ahead. 

The students plan fly to 
Moscow via Montreal and 
Helsinki on March 28, and 
visit Moscow, Kiev and Len¬ 
ingrad before returning to 
Victoria on April 7. The trip 
is planned through a Winni¬ 
peg travel agent, Media 
Study Tours, and will involve 
not only the 21 Stelly’s stu¬ 
dents but also 200-250 other 
Canadian students from sev¬ 
eral provinces, trip sponsor 
Chris Harkersaid Monday. 

Recent international 
events, particularly Cana¬ 
dian sanctions against the 
Soviet Union, add to the inde¬ 
cision surrounding the trip, 
school trustee Gerry Kris- 
tianson told the school board 
Monday, in presenting the 
motion to confer with Smith 
on the matter. 

In a letter to the board, 
Marker said he had phoned 
Donald Munro, Conservative 
MP in the last Parliament, 
who contacted the external 
affairs department, which 
told him the trip was permis¬ 
sible because it does not con¬ 
stitute a cultural exchange. 
The department added that 
it saw no danger in the trip. 

But that information was 
conveyed by Munro to 
Marker before the govern¬ 
ment announced further 
sanctions avainst the Soviet 
Union.

ST. PETERSBURG, Fla. (AP) — 
Divers investigating the shattered hull 
of a sunken U.S. Coast Guard cutter 
for 17 missing crew members found no 
lifesaving air pockets and “the chances 
of finding anybody alive are not good,’’ 
authorities said late Tuesday. 

Another six crew members were 
known dead in the Monday night colli¬ 
sion of the 60-metre cutter Blackthorn 
and the 202-metre tanker S.S. Capri¬ 
corn. 

Rescuers saved 27 of the cutter’s 50 
crew members. Some were found 
clinging to pilings of the Sunshine Sky¬ 
way bridge, which crosses the en¬ 
trance to Tampa Bay. 

Divers had spent the day working 
cautiously from compartment to com¬ 
partment ip the cutter, lying on its side 
in about 10 metres of water. Author¬ 
ities hoped some of the missing sea¬

Fake medic aided 
accuser in births

The man who posed as a 
medical doctor at Alert Bay 
for the last It weeks assist 
ed the doctor who questioned 
his medical competence in 
two caesarean births, the ad 
miuistrator of St. George's 
Hospital said Tuesday 
Robert Wilkinson said Ro¬ 
berto Enrique Trujillo. 41. 
known to residents of Alert 
Bay as Dr. Robert Rifleman, 
assisted veteran Alert Bav 
physician Dr. Jack Pickup in 
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two major operations, and 
alone performed “about a 
dozen minor surgical proce¬ 
dures." 

Trujillo, arrested Friday 
and charged with imperson 
ating the real Rifleman, a 
general practitioner now liv¬ 
ing in Wisconsin, ended his 
life—and the masquerade— 
early Sunday w hen he broke 
his glasses and slit a major 
neck artery. He performed 
the final piece of surgery in a 
Port Hardy police cell. 

Pickup, who last year was 
found negligent in the death 
of an 11-year-old Nimpkish 
Band Indian girl, sparked an 
investigation by the B.C. 
College of Physicians and 
Surgeons which led to the 
imposter being uncovered 
because of "nagging 
doubts" about the man's 
competence and expertise. 

“I never received com¬ 
plaints from patients. No one 
ever came to me with a hint 
or suggestion about his 
qualifications," Wilkinson 
said in an interview. 

"Some of his patients 
seemed to think he was ex¬ 
cellent. As for his work in the 
hospital, we had no com 
plaints. 

“I took exception to some 
of the statements he was 
making dealing with ethical 
matters, but other than that I 
had no qualms about the 
man." Wilkinson said. 

The administrator said a 
report that the bogus doctor 
had performed major sur¬ 
gery was untrue. 

“I have a list of all the 
operations he was involved 
with. He assisted Dr. Pickup 
and Dr. Avery (a Port 
McNeill physician) in two 
major operations." 

He also removed a cyst, 
reset a broken nose, and 
treated cuts and bruises. 

Meanwhile, federal health 
authorities are trying to find 
a second doctor for the 1.800 
residents of the community 
on Cormorant Island off 
northern Vancouver Isftifid.

Need for unions questioned 


MONTREAL (CP) — The president of one of 
Quebec’s major employers Tuesday called into 
question the existence of trade unions. 

Roger Phillips, president of Alcan Smelters and 
Chemicals Ltd., told French-speaking businessmen 
that unions were no longer accomplishing their 
original purpose. 

He quoted an American study that said although 
trade unions have grown since the 1930s, the per¬ 
centage of gross national product reserved for 
manpower has remained constant during the past 50 

years. 

Also, Phillips said the role of unions as agents of 
better working conditions is diminishing “as the 
protector state, by adopting a series of social bills 
which determine minimum working conditions, 
offers to workers a whole range of guarantees to 
correct abuses.” 

"Therefore, there is hardly any reason today to 
negotiate these conditions.” 


Phillips said the major contribution of unions 
has been to give the working class a sense of 
dignity. 

But he added unions are growing remote from 
their members because of their size and political 
preoccupations. And if unions are not growing, it’s 
not because the laws are against them but “a 
question of credibility.” 

Phillips called on employers to “give again a 
sense of utility to workers and to respect the 
integrity of the individual.” 

Turning to the public sector, Phillips said grant¬ 
ing the right to strike as an ultimate weapon to 
public employees has been a failure, because the 
strike has been used in every labor conflict. 

In any case, the right to strike in the public 
sector no longer exists, Phillips said, citing back-to- 
work legislation used by recent Quebec govern¬ 
ments to force workers to end legal strikes, and the 
recent imposition of a contract on Hydro-Quebec 
employees.

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Roe importers in trouble 


Japanese companies importing 
large amounts of herring roe from 
Canada are on the verge of 
bankruptcy, says a Jan. 16 article 
in English-language The Japan 
Times. 

The article appears to contradict 
statements made last week by spokes¬ 
men for Oakland Fisheries Ltd. in 
Victoria and the United Fishermen 
and Allied Workers’ Union. 

Gordon Davies, production manager 
of Oakland, said last week that reports 
about a consumer boycott of herring 
roe in Japan are an attempt by Japa¬ 
nese buyers to drive the price down. 
George Hewison of the UFAWU said 
he understood prices were stable in 
Japan. 


However, the article says consum¬ 
ers have hesitated buying herring roe 
(kazunoko), a favorite New Year’s 
dish, because of high retail prices 
which rose from 700 yen in late 1978 to 
as high as 2,000 yen per 100 grams in 
late 1979. 

“Companies which imported large 
amounts of herring roe from Canada 
are on the verge of bankruptcy be¬ 
cause the domestic sales last month 
remained at half the year-before level, 
apparently due to the two fold retail 
price rise over a year ago,” the article 
said. 

Although companies recently 
lowered retail prices to as low as 
600 yen per 100 grams in view of 


their high inventory levels, “most 
consumers are reluctant to buy it even 
at the discount price after the New 
Year holidays are over.” 

The article said low sales levels 
of the Tokyo fishery product com 
pany, Oi, had left it with an inven¬ 
tory totalling 30 billion yen. ' 

Oi denied statements by industry 
sources that it might go bankrupt. 

A company spokesman said the com 
pany’s biggest shareholder, Mitsubi 
shi Corp., “had promised to help it 
clear the bills,” but Mitsubishi, ac¬ 
cording to the article, would not con 
firm this. 

Japan depends on Canada for about 
80 per cent of its herring roe supply, 
the article said.

GIRL, 11, - 
LOSES 
BATTLE 
FOR LIFE 

An 11-year-old Victoria 
girl became the city’s 
first traffic fatality of the 
year when she died over 
the night Tuesday in Vic¬ 
toria General Hospital. 

Kim Alexandra Mur¬ 
ray, of 855 Villance, suf¬ 
fered multiple injuries 
including a skull fracture 
in an accident .lan 23 mi 
Finlayson near Glasgow 
about a block from her 
home. She remained in 
the hospital's intensive 
care unit since the acci¬ 
dent. 

The girl was running to 
join two companions 
across Finlayson when 
she was struck by a van 
driven by Leon Dube, 36, 
of 3937 Leeds. 

Coroner Edmond Jorre 
de St. Jorre is expected to 
hold an inquest into the 
girl’s death. 


‘We merely want peanuts’ 
disabled tell candidates 


It was an uneven contest Tuesday afternoon 
when Saanich-Esquimalt federal political candi 
dates Robert Cameron and Gerry Kristianson met 
about 30 people with various disabilities at Nigel 
House. 

The candidates probably came out second best, 
and ended up congratulating each other in a 
mutual admiration society. “If you can’t vote for 
me, vote for him,” said Cameron, referring to 
Kristianson. 

The gloves-off session started out with one 
elderly resident giving a political history lesson, 
telling those present how he had lived through the 
days of R.B. Bennett and Mackenzie King, and 
“nothing was done for the people until the CCF 
came to power in Saskatchewan.” 

He said the Liberals and Conservatives had no 
conscience, and recalled that King had brought in 
conscription through the back door, and Pierre 
Trudeau was elected on a policy of no wage and 
price controls. 

“The pensions we enjoy today wouldn't be there 
without the CCF-NDP, and neither would Petro- 
Can,” said the man, an obvious Cameron sup¬ 
porter. 

Kristianson replied he was not going to apolo¬ 
gize for Bennett (a Tory), and said everybody 
must stand for themselves and the positions 
their parties took. “While the NDP takes credit, 
the fact is that most of the progressive policies in 
. Canada today were instituted by the Liberals. 

“As to PetroCan, the NDP killed the minority 
government which introduced the legislation and 
toe Liberals reintroduced it when they had a 
majority,” he said. 

A long-haired wheelchair-bound man, tattooed 
poem barely legible on his arm, made a plea for 
funds for recreational and physiotherapy facili¬ 
ties at Nigel House. 

“We Just want peanuts. We are dying here. We 
need a hand,” he said. “The politicians spend 
; more on coffee than what we’re asking for. 
This place is going downhill just for the need of a 
few bucks.” 

Kristianson replied that too often these days 


politicans are eager to provide solutions that in 
fact tell people what to do, without finding out 
their needs first. 

Another wheelchair occupant said: “We’ve seen 
what Trudeau has done, and (Prime Minister) 
Clark . . . don’t even mention him.” 

NDP candidate Cameron went to his opponent’s 
rescue, saying that the Liberals were not unhu¬ 
manitarian but the representation in Ottawa that 
the riding had received recently (Conservative 
MP Donald Munro) was partly to blame. 

Munro was not at the meeting, having answered 
questions Monday, but was criticized by several 
residents/or a do-nothing attitude. 

Other ifcsues brought up were: 

• The need for a safe crossing for residents 
from Nigel House to Jhe nearby shopping centre 
(a provincial and municipal responsibility, said 
the candidates, but they offered to try to help); 

• Full funding for multiple sclerosis patients 
and research into the disease. (Kristianson ad¬ 
vised people to press the provincial government, 
Cameron said research into such debilitating 
diseases should perhaps be put on a war foot¬ 
ing); 

• Should Canada boycott the Olympics? (Ca¬ 
meron offered a permanent solution—a Greek 
island to be taken over once every four years and 
administered by the United Nations. Kristianson 
felt athletes should not be made scapegoats of 
the Clark regime’s attempt to get tough with the 
Russians). 

The last question, directed to Cameron, was 
from an elderly woman knitting an afghan. She 
wanted to know whether the NDP brand of 
socialism was connected in any way to that 
practised in the U.S.S.R.- 

Cameron decried the perversion of the word 
socialism by Russian communists, who were 
merely dictators of the left, and said the NDP 
believed first and foremost in democracy. 

Kristianson agreed, paying tribute to the NDP 
and its CCF predecessor as democratic parties 
“although we may not always agree.”

Any party that welcomed oil supertankers off 
the B.C. coast was welcoming disaster, about 300 
people at a Victoria riding all-candidates meeting 
were told Tuesday night. 

The NDP candidate, Victoria city alderman 
Robin Blencoe, said supertankers had a horren¬ 
dous history of disaster. He said to applause that 
NDP policy was well known: “No supertankers on 
the West Coast, period.” 

Blencoe was one of four candidates at the 
meeting called by Oak Bay Kiwanis. Only the 
Parti Rhinoceros candidate. Rhino Kirk Hig¬ 
gins, was absent. 

Blencoe claimed rail and pipe alternatives 
should be used instead of the Northern Tier option 
suggested by U.S. President Carter, and he added 
that he thought Carter was flag-waving to see 
what sort of compromise Canada would come up 
with. 

“He is not going to offend this country. The 
United States needs many things from this couh- 
try,” the NDP candidate told the meeting. 

Defence Minister Allan McKinnon, who holds 
the Victoria seat for the Conservatives, drew 
applause when he referred to the closing of the 
Canadian embassy in Iran and the safe shepherd¬ 
ing of six Americans out of that country on 
Canadian passports. 

McKinnon said the ordbal of the secret six 
hostages had been hard enougt^mj^hose in Ottawa 
who knew what was going on, let alone those 
involved, whom he complimented for their cour¬ 
age and coolness. 

As vice chairman of the cabinet committee on 
security and intelligence and vice chairman of the 
cabinet committee on external affairs and nation¬ 
al defence, McKinnon was privy to what was 
going on in Tehran, and he said it had been a 
miracle that things had turned out as well as they 
had. 

He was questioned about proposed spending on 
new fighter aircraft for Canada at a cost he now 
put at over $3 billion, and said it was vital that this 


country honored its commitment to its allies such 
as NATO and NORAD. 

Canada had to be seen as being able to control 
its own air space, he told the meeting. 

Later when asked if he favored peace, how 
could he justify such huge expenditure on the 
aircraft, McKinnon replied Canada would “stick 
with friends who stick with us” and it was naive to 
think the country could do without them. 

McKinnon, when pressed to increase spending 
on developing peace not war. said disarmament 
was very important and almost every country in 
the world would like to “get off this crazy 
arms race,” but it had to be done in unison. 

Liberal candidate Bruce Corbett “parted w ays" 
with past Liberal government actions several 
times during the night, but stuck firmly with the 
new energy policy espoused from Halifax this 
week by party leader Pierre Trudeau. 

Corbett defended the “low” Canadian oil price 
in that package, and said it was needed to give 
local industry a competitive edge over U.S. 
industry in energy. 

He also said Canada should spend more on re¬ 
search and development to keep its industry 
competitive. 

Corbett said the Trident aircraft factory at Pat 
Bay Airport was worthy of government help and 
said “we must give Trident its due and if it fails 
let it fail on its own merits, not because of a gov¬ 
ernment cutback in funding.” 

Marxist-Leninist candidate Dorothy Ratzlaff 
told the meeting the capitalist system was at the 
heart of all Canada’s troubles and her revolution¬ 
ary party favored a “people’s war” to over¬ 
throw the system which put down the working 
class and carried the rich. 

She said the rich had caused the present eco¬ 
nomic crisis and should be made to carry the 
burden, not the workers. 

To questions later, she repeatedly said the 
overthrow of the capitalist system was essential 
before many other problems could be solved. 


Rotting slash could supply energy 


Billions of dollars worth of 
forest residues—commonly 
known as slash—are left to 
rot or burn in B.C. woods 
every year, a senior federal 
forestry economist said 
Tuesday. 

An estimated 2.5 billion 
cubic metres of slash could 
be available for conversion 
to energy in B.C. each year, 
according to Dr. Glen Man¬ 
ning, a senior economist 
with jjte Pacific Forest Re¬ 
search Centre in Victoria. 

At 1977 prices, a cubic 
metre of waste wood had the 
energy equivalent of about 
$12 worth of oil or $7 worth of 
natural gas, he said, “and 
y0u can work out today’s 
prices yourself.” 

Manning was talking to 
about 120 people Tuesday 


night at the third in a series 
of forestry lectures spon¬ 
sored by the Canadian Insti¬ 
tute of Forestry. 

He said a rough calcula¬ 
tion was that five billion 
metres would be created an- # 
nually, but less than half that 
would be economically re¬ 
coverable. 

However, the net value of 
the wood waste was some¬ 
what less because it required 
energy and money to extract 
and produce the material. 

Manning said a study for 
the Canadian Foresty- Ser¬ 
vice has identified several 
potential sites on Vancouver 
Island where electricity gen¬ 
eration from forest biomass 
would be possible under the 
right cost conditions, “which 
are getting closer all the 
time.” 


He added that the federal 
government has several pro¬ 
grams to investigate and en¬ 
courage biomass energy de¬ 
velopments, including an 
80:20 cost-sharing program 
with industry to convert boil¬ 
ers or install new ones that 
bum wood wastes. 

He is closely involved with 
Ottawa’s biomass research 
and development program, 
dealing with the technology 
and impacts of conversion of 
biomass to energy and the 
so-called “production side.” 

Manning showed slides of 
a test conversion program 
last year in the Sooke High¬ 
lands and Cowichan Valley. 

Slash was collected by two 
small tracked vehicles and 
put through a chipper before 
being sent to Crofton pulp 


mill for evaluation, where it 
was rated good quality. 

He said preliminary esti¬ 
mates were that collection 
would cost $10 a cubic metre 
on the Sooke site and $5.88 at 
the less-rugged Cowichan lo¬ 
cation. 

Manning said tentative 
cost studies showed it would 
cost $45 to $50 to land a cubic 
metre at the mill, while at 
1979 oil prices, a cubic metre 
of chips would have been 
worth $35 as hog fuel. 

Earlier, Ralph Torney, 
logging manager of T.M. 
Thomson & Associates, for¬ 
estry consulting engineers, 
explained the use of helicop¬ 
ters for logging. 

Illustrating his talk with 
slides, Torney said sibce 
helicopter logging was 20 to 


30 per cent more costly than 
conventional methods, it 
should only be used under 
special circumstances. 

Such circumstances might 
be where the terrain is too 
rough to build roads, where 
soil isUoo sensitive to be 
disturbed, selective logging 
for esthetics, and in areas 
where timber might other 
wise be unharvested owing 
to low growth rates or diffi¬ 
culty of access. 

He predicted that the in¬ 
dustry has a dramatic 
growth rate ahead of it. 
Starting from 15,000 cubic 
metres in 1976, it had already 
grown to 240,000 cubic 
metres in 1979, and the po¬ 
tential was for 1.8 million 
cafbic metres a year.
